Scouts Sent Out to Sound the f. M. B. A. 
| Members. 


OBSTACLES IN THE HON. JOHN Ms WAY. 


The Democrats will experience great diffi- 
culty in electing a United States Senator, and 
the trouble is brewingalready. There appears 
to be an undercurrent of rivalry and strife 


among some of the Democratic leaders, and 


such a condition of affairs is not usually con- 
ducive to success in politics. Scouts have 
beon’sent to sound Cockrell, Taubeneck, and 
Moore, the three F. M. B. A. representatives, 
with a view of ascertaining their ideas as to 
the course they will pursue in the election of a 
Senator and the organization of the House. 
Mr. Moore is accredited with a remark 
made a week or two ago that he expected to 
vote for Gov. Palmer. He may have enter- 
tained such an idea at the time he expressed 
his views, but the Democratic State Central 


Committee is anxious to see how he feels about 


the matter now. Mr. Cockrell and Mr. Tau- 
beneck, both of whom had to buck against 
and defeat Democratic nominees for the 
House, have made no public expression of 
their intentions. The Central Committee, or 
rather some of «its leading members, expressed 
yesterday grave doubts of their ability to cap- 
ture the two F. M. B. A. men. They hoped to 
get Mr. Moore, but they were by no means 
sure of him. Taubeneck and Cockrell they 
knew nothing about. 

These apprehensions of approaching trouble 
set the Central Committee to thinking. The 
organization is anxious to find some man who 
will be good enough Demoerut to suit the 
Democrats, and good enough farmer to meet 
the demands of the F. M. B. A. Various 
naines were suggested yesterday, and none of 
them were satisfactory. Late in the after- 
noon a happy thought suggested itself to a 
prominent committeeman. 

“Tf,” he said, Gov. Palmer isn’t satisfac- 
tory to the three F. M. B. A. men, what’s the 
fhatter with Lew Steward of Plano? Heisa 
Democrat, and in 1876 made the race for Gov- 
ernor on the Democratic ticket as against Mr. 
Cullom. He was defeated by a small majority, 
and has just{now come to the front. and beaten 
Mr. Hitt for Congress. He is a farmer, too, 
and one of the principal men in the, F. M. 
B. A.“ 

Mr. Steward Meets the Requirements. 

The suggestion was at once accepted as the 
best possible thing under the circumstances. 
Lew Steward does unquestionably meet the 
requirements of the situation. He is a farmer 
Democrat, or a Democratic farmer. The ar- 
gument was advanced that the Democrats 


would not need him in the National House of* 


Representatives because of their heavy ma- 
jority. He could be spared without any 
trouble. Moreover Lew Steward was a tract- 
able man, and amenable to the voice of reason ; 
much more so in fact than ex-Senator Alson 
J. Streeter, who, by the way, has popped up as 
a candidate for the Senate, and is pestering 
Democrats of note with his protestations of 
ability to get the three F. M. B. A. votes. The 
Morrison men on the committee remember 
Mr. Streeter for the capers he cut 
in the thirty-fourth Assembly, when 
he got  stiff-kneed and persisted in 
voting for Gen. Black. John Oberly, 
who discovered Streeter and got him 
enough + Democratic votes to elect 
him, was roundly cursed by the party for 
evér bringing him to the notice of the public. 
The idea prevailed last night that Streeter 
wasn’t the man at all, but Lew Steward was. 

Before many hours Taubeneck, Moore, and 
Cockrell will be questioned as to their ap- 
proval or disapproval of the project to elect 
Mr. Steward. There are Palmer men in the 
Legislature who will remember and respect 
the resolution adopted by the Springfield con- 
vention. Come what may, some there are who 
will stick to Palmer to the last and, if need 
be, go down with him. 

It seems strange that the Steward idea 
should even be discussed by the committee, in 
view of Gen. Palmer’s services in this and the 


last campaign. There is good, in fact, the 


best authority for the statement that the com- 
mittee has an eye on Lew Steward, provided, 
of course, Gen. Palmer can’t get the votes of 
the F. M. B. A. 

This is the latest egg put under the Demo- 
cratic hen for incubation. 

No Change in the Returns. 

There is no change in the legislative re- 
turns, nor does either party expect any. Both 
committees agree that the Democrats have 24 
in the Senate and 76 in the House, or 100 in 
joint assembly. The Republicans have 27 in 
the Senate and 74 in the House, or 101 in all. 
The three F. M. B. A. men are monarchs of 
all they survey. 

The Democrats expect with the help of Mr. 
Moore to organize the House. Maybe they 
will get him and may be they won’t. The 
Democratic State Central Committee and its 
employés are said to be working for Mr. Crafts 
for Speaker, and Buck Henrichsen of 
Quincy for Clerk. Mr. Henrichsen has re- 
cently sold his newspaper and would not ob- 


ject to spending the winter in Springfield. Mr. | 


Rufus N. Ramsey of Egypt thinks he can get 
Moore’s vote, so does ‘‘Bob”’ Wilbanks, who 
desires the Clerkship a second time. The 
Ramsey-Wilbanks faction is howling because, 
it says, the State Committee is working for 
Crafts and Henrichsen. There is going to be 
a mighty row over the organization, and the 
Democrats may get into such a snarl that Dr. 
Moore, to prevent trouble, may conclude to 
put the Speakership in his pile. 

There is nothing but fight in every phase of 
thes.tuation. The Democrats are not in shape 
to elect a Senator or organize the House with- 


out the help of the F. M. B. A. Mr. Wilson, 
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State Treasurer-elect, is relied upon to get the 
F. M. B. A. men in line for Gen, Palmer. 
The Republicans have nothing to lose in the 
premises and may be relied on to make the 
most of such opportunities. as present them- 
selves. The election of a Speaker will con- 
sume a good deal of time, and the corn will

They 
talk of acontest in the Twenty-fifth, Thirty- 
first, Forty-ninth, and Fifty-first Districts, but 
admit their game will doubtless be blocked by 
a Republican Senate. 
(Mr. Palmer and his friends want Mr. Far- 
well nominated by the Republicans. They 
assert with much confidence that the first 
ballot as between them would be decisive and 
go so far as to say two Republicans are 
pledged tothemin this event. How much 
truth there is in their assertion remains to be 
seen. It is said that if Ogleaby were nomina- 
ted, Taubeneck and Cockrell would both vote 
for him and thus defeat Palmer. 

The Secretary of State has received returns 
on the State ticket from about sixty counties. 
The results as shown do not vary materially 
from Tue Tripune’s showing today, though 
the figures in some counties are changed to 
the extent of 100 to 200.

BRAGG IS A CAND DATE. 


VILAS WILL NOT BE ELECTED TO 
THE SENATE WITHOUT A BACE, 


Ex-Postmaster Smead Formally Announces 
Gen, Bragg’s Candidacy for Spooner’s 
Seat—The Friends of the Old Wisconsin 
Wheel-Horse Thivk Vilas Should Wait 
Until 1892, When He Can to the 
Senate or Perhaps Run for the Vicé- 
Presidency. 


Fond pu Lac, Wis., Nov. 8.—[Spécial.]— 
There is more of Cincinnatus in the candidate 
which Fond du Lac offers to the Democratic 
Legislature soon to meet in Wisconsin’s Cap- 
ital for United States Senator than there is in 
any candidate mentioned up to date. 

“Tron Brigade” Bragg lives here in the 
plainest kind of cottage. It doesn’t sit upon 
the crest of any aristocratic hill. This is not 
a reflection on anybody else, since there is no 
aristotratic or any other kind of a hill in 
sight of Fond du Lac. 

The cottage is an unpretentious one without 
and by no means elaborate within. Its interior 
is a picture of domesticity and simplicity. 
One daughter enlivens it with girlish grace, 
and around its hearthstone the old soldier 
gathers his two grandchildren and they climb 
upon his knees and he plays hoss for them 
and sometimes gets down ov his hands and 
knees and romps, kicks, and doesn’t care who 
knows it. 

Grandpa Bragg’s Pets. 

When the weather is fair this same old man 
puts these grandchildren in the T-cart and 
goes out for a drive. Last summer there 
were some races near town and every 
day while they lasted this grandfather 
and his pets were there and indulged in 
just enough betting to amuse the little ones. 
Somehow the old man always managed to bet 
on the short“ horse and this tickled the chil- 
dren. He walks down to his office every day 
and returns in the same manner. He knows 
everybody, and everybody likes him person- 
ally. Even his political enemies stop him on 
the street and chat with him, There isn’t a 
drop of parade blood in his veins. The worst 
they say of him is that he hashis moods. Some- 
times he answers abruptly and refuses to com- 
municate. But he thaws out quickly and 
makes amends for his brusqueness. 

He is one of the best conversationalists in 
the Northwest, His fund of information on 
current events as well as upon the affairs of 
other times and nations seems to he inex- 
haustible. 

He has seen enough of men and the world 
to know virtue of tact. This is exempli- 
fied in tlie case of his differences with his po- 
litical rival—Col. Vilas. He has never per- 
mitted a word to fall from his lips in private 
against the Apollo Belvedere of Mendota 
Ridge. 

He Thinks Vilas Should Wait. 

Today the subject was delicately alluded to, 
when the information was instantly vouch- 
safed that all this trouble had been exagger- 
ated; that Gen. Bragg proposed no move- 
ment not in accordance with the rules of 
courtesy; that if he were not chosen he pre- 
ferred to see Col, Vilas on the ground; that 
Vilas had made a fight which should be re- 
warded, but, imasmuch as the Colonel isa 
younger man and has recently partaken of 
Cabinet pudding, he ought to wait until 
1892, or, what might be better, the Colonel 
might wait and become the running mate of 
Cleveland in 92. Second place on the Na- 
tional ticket was an honor which any young 
man might covet. ö f 

If there was political sophistry in this it was 
dealt out in such a velvety manner that even 
the astute Vilas himself might have been 
lulled into slumber by it. With due defer- 
ence to the other Senatorial aspirants now 
neighing in the Wisconsin field it must be ad- 
mitted that the life of Edward Stuyvesant 
Bragg has more of the picturesque in it than 
theirs have. 

They say he is a combative old man; that he 
loves to fight a hard battle. His life has been 
a series of contests all the way along the line. 

When he was 3 weeks old the house in 
which he was cradled was consumed by fire. 
The flames shut off exit, and he was saved by 
being handed through a window, his body be- 
ing made to crush the glass. 

He had some college experience, but before 
he completed his course he was taken out and 
put in a lawyer’s office. 

He came West in 1850. He was passing 
through Fond du Lac when he saw a law 
sign. The name was that of an early friend 
and young Bragg called. He went no further, 
but settled here and began the practice of law. 
Litigation was not so common then as now. 
Bragg was not satisfied with his surplus of un- 
employed time and liked something exciting. 
He joined the first volunteer fire company in 
his town. Some say he organized it. He was 
the foreman, anyway, and it had an infatua- 
tion for him. He would quit work on a brief 
at the first alarm and reveled in the sight of 
the *‘ lurid”? with all the fervor of an adoles- 
cent night reporter. 

Expelled from a Bachelors’ Club. 


The fires did not occur often enough, and 
the young man organized a bachelors’ club, 
ot which he was the head until he was ex- 
pelled for yielding to the charms of a pretty 
young woman, who became his wife. There- 
upon he became a domestic man, and applied 
himself more sedulously to his profession. 
Whether for his good or not néed not be ques- 
tioned now, but he was induced to accept the 
nomination for Prosecuting Attorney for 
his district. He“ was elected. On the ex- 
piration of his office he was tendered arenom- 
ination and declined, but the tiger had tasted 
blood. In 1860 he went to the Charleston 
convention as delegate, and was the champion 
from Wisconsin of Douglas of Illinois. It 
was his admiration for the Little Giant” 
which probably caused the first political vis- 
sion to dance before the young man’s eyes. 

One day after the contest was over Lawyer 
Bragg was making a speech in court at Osh- 
kosh. He was defending a woman who was 
on trial for her life. 

As he finished some one handed him a tele- 
gram. It contained the information that the 
first shot of the war had been fired. He re- 
turned to Fond du Lac and, settling up his 
business affairs, raised a company. 

It was recruited out of his old fire company, 
He was elected Captain, and Company E of 
the Sixth Wisconsin went into service. The 
regiment, as all old soldi know, was sent 
to the Army of the Potomac. The war was in 
that section at that time. There is no occa- 
sion to follow the military career of 
Bragg from that time to the close of the 
war. From Captain he went up to Brigadier- 
General by rounds. He had fought at Bull 
Run, Antietam, South Mountain, Fredericks- 
burg, and the brigade in which his regiment 
was had won the name of the Iron Brigade 
and had been called by McClellan the 
% bravest men of any army of the world.“ 

It was while he was in the field that he was 
asked to come home and make the race for 
Congressman, but he said he had no time. 
He was knocked out of his saddle 
on the field by a cannon ball. 
He had one arm lacerated with shot. 
He was in the State Senate, in Congress six

NOT WORRIED OVER THE M’KINLEY BILL. 


Canada’s Minister of Agriculture on the 
Country’s Exports, 

Toronto, Ont.. Nov. 8.—[Special.]—John 
Carling, Minister of Agriculture, was in this 
city today, and the cattle dealers entertained 
him at lunch. Mr. Carling in a speech re- 
ferred to the McKinley bill as follows: 

As a native Canadian I take a great interest 
in the prosperity of this country. We can live 
here, even if Mr. McKinley does try to shut us out 
of the American market. England imports enor- 
mous quantities of mutton, oats, barley, and 
wool, only a small quantity of which comes from 
Canada. For three years we have shipped on an 
average of 60,000 head of ‘cattle to England annu- 
aily, and this year we will ship 115,000. But this 
is onlye one-fourth of its importation. We 
sent $1,500 worth of poultry to the old land last 
year, and the total imports were $2,000,000. We 
can supply this demand. If our ships are not fast 


enough we will build faster and provide cold stor- 


age too. McKinley and his bill need not trouble 
us. In England, in the West Indies, and in Aus- 
tralia people offer us all the market we want. 


TRYING TO INJURE WANAMAKER, 


The Western Union Said te Have Started 
the Story of His Embarr ent. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 8—[Special.]— 
Postmaster-General John Wanamaker has 
been busily engaged during the last twenty- 
four hours in endeavoring to ascertain who 
started the story that he was in financial 
trouble, or that he had borrowed $8,500,000. 
It is understood that after sifting all the ru- 
mors the story has been pinned on the West- 
ern Union Telegraph company. A gentleman 
who is close to Wanamaker and who author- 
ized to speak, said: 

The Western Union people have made a 
dead set against Wanamaker, and stories have 
been set afloat with the idea of injuring his 
credit. They think that he might start a 
postal telegraph system, and they are deter- 
mined to head him off.“ Wanamaker de- 
clares that since he has confined himself 
strictly to a retail business his ventures have 
préved profitable, and that there is no reason 
for the circulation of the stories.

CHICAGO AN ART CENTER. 


AN IMMENSE CROWD ATTENDS THE 
RECEPTION AT THE INSTITUTE. 


Lovers of Fine Pictures Brave the Storm 
and Gaze Reverently at the Canvases of 
the Dutch Masters—‘ The Brooklyn 
Bridge” Attracts Popular Attention— 
How People Passed the Evening—A 
Féw of the Many Present, 


A noisy wind that whipped smoke-like 
sprays of rain across the lake park pounded 
the striped canopy at the entrance of thé Art 
Institute and played in an unpleasantly 
familiar way with the wraps of the visitors to 
the annual reception last night. It has al- 
ways been so with the Art Insti- 
tute, The institute opened in a 
blizzard and on all its big occasions storms 
of rare fury have beaten its brown stone 
walls, Whether this just comes by accident 
or whether the elements are bound on testing 
the city’s claims as an art center nobody—not 
even Mr. Charles L. Hutchinson, the genius 
of the institute—can tell. If it is the second 
alternative the answer is as plain as Rem- 
brandt’s young girl. 

Chicago is an Art Center. Over 1,500 per- 
sons last night showed that they wert more 
interested in good pictures—or, at any rate, 
pictures of some sort—than in preserving their 
health; and the way they showed it was by 
crowding the rooms of the institute as no one 
had ever seen them crowded before. This 
surely ought to prove the case. 

It wasn’t a society gathering”; people 
came dressed just as their independence, and 
the bad weather, and good sense suggested, 
but they knew pictures. One doesn’t have to 
see his name in print among the distinguished 
guests to be able to tell a Corot from « valen- 
tine. Itisa matter of doubt whether Herr 
R. van Ryn himself, whose pictures were 
much admired last night, ever marched in 
front of a pair of tails. It was a pleasur

Hutchinson or Ryerson, at the time when 
Peter Paul Rubens and Rembrandt were paint- 
ing. All these things contribute to draw the 
crowd which usually last night commented 
favorably on the naturalness of the picture.

| Her Defiance All Gone and She Was Polite 
to the Jersey Justice, 

Newark, N. J., Nov. &.—[Special. |—Mrs. 
Lucy Parsons, wife of the executed Anarchist 
Parsons, who was arrested Friday night on a 
charge of inciting a riot on Belmont avenue, 
was arraigned before Justice Rodrigo at police 
headquarters in Newark this morning. She 
was dressed in deep black and appeared care- 
worn and nervous. The nine Anarchists who 
were arrested at the same time also faced the 
Justice. With the exception of Simon Gor- 
don, the young Russian Nihilist, they were all 
meek and did not look in the least like fiery 
agitators. Gordon assumed a dramatic air 
and answered questions in a dignified, conde- 
scending manner. 

“What. organization do you represent?” 

asked the court. 
The Pioneers of Liberty, a political organ- 
ization formed to uphold the principles of 
socialism and anarchy,” replied Gordon. “I 
will define anarchy if you wish. It is simply 
this: Non-government and freedom.“ 

Engleberg Hummer, who struck Police 
Captain Glori on the back of the head with 
his cane, told the Justice that he was a mem- 
ber of an anarchistic organization and attend- 
ed the meeting called in memory of the Chi- 
cago Anarchists who were hanged. 

J vas a member of the committee,” he 
said, and in the saloon we agreed that I 
should go outside and tell the people that 
there would be no meeting and to disperse.

He was 

born in 1835. After completing his education 

he engaged in the drug business with R. T. 

Miller, who is now President-of the Inland Oil 
company of Cincinnati. 

He enlisted as a private in Company B, 
Seventy-sixth [Illinois Volunteers, Aug. 6, 
1862. He was elected Captain and afterwards 
Lietitenant-Colonel. Aug. 22 the regiment 
went to Columbus, Ky., then the base of sup- 
plies for Grant’s army at Corinth. Thence 
Col. Busey went with his regiment to Bolivar, 
Tenn., with Grant to Coffeyville, Miss., 
and garrisoned Holly Springs. The regiment 
was the rear guard on the return. 
He became Colonel of the regiment 
in April, 1863, and led his regiment to join 
Grant’s army in the rear of Vicksburg and 
landed at Chickasaw bayou the night Grant 
drove the Rebels into Vicksburg, his division 
being sent to Snyder’s Bluff to guard the rear. 

Didn’t Want to Annoy Grant, 

The officers of the division circulated a peti- 
tion to Grant to send them to the front. 
Col. Busey refused to sign it, stating 
that Gen. Grant was in command and it was 
the duty of a brave soldier to take any posi- 
tion assigned him and not an- 
noy the commanding General. When 
chided by the other officers be 
quietly remarked: The Seventy-sixth is 
ready to go when and where it is ordered and 
will do the best it knows how, but I trust I 
have no officer willing to seek promotion by 
needlessly sacrificing a single man.“ Three 
days later they were ordered to the extreme 
left. The first night two of the loudest boast- 
ing regiments most anxious for fights were 
surprised and routed, 114 of their men being 
taken prisoners. The Seventy-sixth turned 
out, prevented what might have been a gen- 
eral rout, advanci the line on the river 
bank, and afterwards took and held the most 
advanced position on the entire line until the 
surrender. 

Col. Busey led his gallant regiment thence 
to Jackson, Miss., where it held the post of 
honor, the extreme right, during the siege. 
Col. y was the first Union officer in the 
city after the evacuation by the Rebel troops. 
He won the gratitude of citizens by his efforts 
in subduing fire agd restraining the lawless. 
He refused a promotion to Brigadier-General, 
because he did not want to leave his regiment. 
Later he was offered command of the post at 
Natchez and urged by citizens and soldiers to 
accept. This be declined for the same 
reason. His regiment was then attached 
to the reserve corps of Mississippi River. 
During this time he had led several expedi- 
tions into the country around. He and his 
regiment left Memphis Jan. 1, 1865. and were 
the tirst to report to Gen. Canby at New Or- 
leans of that vast army afterwards operating 
against Mobile. He went to Pensacola, Fla., 


thence to Pollard, Ala., and thence down the. 


country to Blakely, the last stronghold to Mo- 
bile, which was carried by assault April 9, 
after a hot siege of ten days, 

The old Seventy-sixth was the first inside 
the works and suffered more loss than all the 
rest of the command. Col. Busey was the 
second man on the Rebel works urging his 
men to deeds of bravery.

As to the causes that led to Republican de- 
feat, he said: ‘‘ Reverses are to be expected 
in the middle of an administration, especially 
when all the officers, or nearly all, are to be 
changed by the expiration of terms, This was 
supplemented this year by local causes in 
many States. In Kansas it was the Farmers’ 
Alliance as a political factor, and resub- 
mission of prohibition; in Nebraska it was the 
Farmers’ Alliance and the B amend- 
ment; in Minnesota and the two Dakotas the 
Farmers’ Alliance took a large force from the 
Republicans; in Wisconsin it was the Ben- 
nett law, and some of the same conditions 
in Illinois. In Pennsylvania it was local dis- 
sensions, well understood in all the States. 
The McKinley bill, so called, was a political 
factor, Many of our best Republicans be- 
lieved many of its provisions unwise and im- 
politic, They were lukewarm. The Demo- 
crats seized upon defects in the bill to mis- 
represent it in many ways and our newspapers 
and speakers had not time between the 
passage of the bill and the election to counter- 
act these falsehoods and misrepresentations. 
These are some of the causes in operation. In 
the East it was declared to be a bill to increase 
the cost of food and living- without advancing 
wages, and taxing raw material so as to place 
manufacturers at a disadvantage. In the 
West it was declared to be a bill for the East 
alone. So these arguments were played and 
both sections alike seem to have been more or 
less influenced in their votes.

The Cabinet Preparing for the Fray. 


At the English Cabinet Council yesterday 
the Ministers approved several amendments 
which Mr. Balfour desires to have made to 
the Irish Land Purchase bill when it is pre- 
sented to Parliament at the coming session. 
Chief of these isone to the effect that the 
State, instead of lending the purchase money 
org to the tenants at an interest of 344 per 
cent, shall advance it to the local authorities 
at 3 per cent, and shall make the local officials 
directly responsible for its repayment in in- 
stallments, while giving them a profit of 4 
per cent on t sums joaned as a 
payment for their trouble in negotiating 
the business and taking the responsi- 
bility off the shoulders of the Gov- 
ernment. This is a clever move, and will 
serve to throw the entire onus of the matter 
upon the small officials. The Ministers will 
be able to hold them severely to accounting 
while fastening upon them all blame for what- 
ever injustices to the tenants may ari If 
the bill becomes an act and after fails of its

The 
Cabinet also approved the project advanced

Effect of Pemocratic Victories. 


The Democratic successes in the United 
States have had a peculiar effect in Manches- 
ter. Many firms there when approached by 
New York houses on the question of establish- 
ing factories in the States refused to consider 
the matter. They had no faith in the stabilit 
of the policy fathered by McKinley. Such 
representative men as Mr. Behrens and Mr.

This is the 
tirst declaration of an acceptance, even in the 
remotest manner, by the Unionist leader of the 
principle of home rule, which has been so 
warmly advocated by the Liberals, quite 
apart from the special application of the prin- 
ciple to Ireland. The Liberals are crow- 
ing over this sudden and absolute surrender 
to the chief tenet of their party, and rejoice 
that the predominant opinion of Great Britain 
has finally made an impression on the stub- 
born and mistaken Unionists.

He Relied on Judge Prendergast for 
vorable Interpretations of the Law, No 
Doubt, but the Latter Forced to Decide 
Against Him—The Board Gets Through

Mike Lawier and half a dozen other persons 
of that grade yet insist that there is a possi- 
bility that Frank Lawler will be counted in as 
Sheriff. They probably estimate Judge Pren- 
dergast on their own low moral level. If 
their estimate of the County Judge is correct 
then there is no doubt that Frank Lawler will 
be counted in, and there will bean upris- 
ing of the people of this city which 
will stamp out Lawlerism for all time 
to come. The rulings of Judge Prendergast 
yesterday must have been adisappointment to 
the Mike Lawlers. It is true he sided with 
the Democratic candidate for County Judge 
as far as the law would permit and further 
than circumstances would warrant. He 
strained the law to some extent. But he did 
not violate it, and without flagrantly violating 
it there is no chance to make the ex-groggery- 
keeper Sheriff, 

The canvass of the First Ward was com- 
pleted. The result differs only three votes 
from the result as announced in Taz Trisunz 
Thursday and Friday for this ward. The dif- 
ference of three arises from the fact that Tux 
Targon followed the United States Supervis- 
ors’ returns. The canvass of yesterday was in 
accordance with the police reports, which, 
however favorable to Lawler, cannot make 
out a majority for that person. 

To get down to particulars the police returns 
for the Sixth Precinct of the First Ward 
showed 102 for Gilbert and 128 for Lawler. 
These were the figures used by Tue Trisunz 
Thursday and Friday. The United States 
Supervisors’ returns, however, show only 126 
votes for Lawler. Three of the four returns 
show only 126 for Lawler. One tally-sheet 
shows 126 for Lawler. But a scratched tally- 
sheet shows 128 for him. As the total of the

highest vote for Sheriff was exactly 
the same as total of the vote 
cast Judge Prendergast decided in 


favor of the highest vote (128) for Lawler. 
Mr. Gregory and Dr. Bridge objected, but 
Sugg, the fat-witted City Attorney, and Luke 
Coyne sided with Prendergast, Lawler was 
therefore given two votes to which he was not 
entitled. A strained interpretation of the law 
was resorted to in his favor. But the increase 
does not improve his chances. It only keeps 
down Mr. Gilbert’s majority to the close es- 
timate of Tue TRIBuNs. 
Had to Decide Against Lawler. 

In the next case Judge Prendergast decided 
against Lawler. He was forced to do so by 
the law and the facts. There was no room for 
escape. This was in the case of the Seventh 
Precinct of the First. Three returns gave 
Gilbert 77, Lawler 146. One return gave Gil- 
bert 77, Lawler 156. The total of the latter’s 
vote exceeded the total vote cast by six. It 
could not be taken as correct therefore. But 


Sugg was stupidly partisan enough to suggest 


that in order to make the wrong re- 
turn correspond with the vote cast 
three votes should be deducted from 


each candidate. This was so manifestly absurd 
that the City Attorney was laughed at, even 
by those on his own side of the political fence. 
There was no question that Gilbert’ had re- 
ceived seventy-seven votes, All the returns, 
tally-sheets, and poll-books agreed that Gil- 
bert received seventy-seven votes. Yet Sugg 
had the indecency to suggest that three votes 
should be taken from him. Judge Prender- 
gast properly refused to agree to any such 
suggestion, and Lawler is credited with only 
146 votes in this precinct. The total of his 
and Gilbert’s vote as recorded falls four 
short of the total cast as recorded in the poli 
book, but this is accounted for by the fact that 
Democrats scratched Lawler, but did not vote 
for Gilbert. This was the case in nearly every 

recinct of the city. It is a matter of notoriety. 

n the Fifth, Sixth, and Twenty-ninth Wards 
there were probably 100 Irishmen who openly 
scratched Lawler and voted the Democratic 
— without voting for any candidate for 


heriff. 

It is possible, it is even probable, that in 
many precincts the Democratic judges of 
election recorded those votes not cast for Gil- 
bert for Lawler. But Lawler cannot get those 
votes unless the returns prove it beyond a 
doubt. Moreover, the errors made in this 
way, though all reckoned in favor of Lawler, 
would not elect him. 

The canvass yesterday was a disappointment 
to the Lawler gang. It demonstrated that 
there are sufficient checks in the law to pre- 
vent fraud, and that a majority of the Cas. 
vassing Board—Dr. Bridge, Judge Prender- 
gast, and Mr, Gregory—are not disposed to 
override the law to count in Frank Lawler. 

The boast of Mike Lawler and his tough 
gang and the impudent claims of Frank Law- 
er have been made in the evident belief that 
Judge og on would so far forget him- 
self and his obligations to duty as to make 
every irregularity count in favor of Lawler.

Mace, in his half-conscious 
fight against death, stripped his nigh*-clothes 
from his body, tore his breast with his nails, 
and finally fell out of bed. The fall restored 
his faculties sufficiently to enable him to drag 
himself to a window that overluoked the back 

ard and open it enough to get his hand out. 

t was then nearly 6 o’clock and 
he waved his hand to his stablemen. His 
power of speech was entirely gone. He suc- 
ceeded in attracting their attention, and the 
fresh air gave him vbice enough to tell them 
to run for a doctor. Then he fell back un- 
conscious, 

The men gave the alarm to the servant-girl, 
who entered the room and then ran to the 
neighbors saying that Mrs. Mace was dead. 

Dr. Peal, a retired physician living next 
door, ran in and was soon joined by other 
physicians. They restored Mrs. Mace to con- 
sciousness about 9 o’clock, but it was 3 
o’clock in the afternoon before Mr. Mace re- 
gained his senses. He then became delirious 
and remained so almost all Friday night. He 
was out of doors yesterday by advice of his 
physicians, but was far from well, and would 
fall into a doze while talking.

THE LAKE STREET “L” ROAD, 


Its Ordinance with Slight Changes Will 
Probably Be Signed by Mayor Cregier. 
Although the Lake street elevated railroad 

people declare that the amended ordinance 
introduced in the City Council Friday evening 
by Ald. Cullerton is open to none of the ob- 
jections set forth by Mayor Cregier in his 
message vetoing the former ordinance they 
are by no means confident that he will ap- 
prove it even if it should be passed by a unan- 
imous vote. 

If anybody knows what the Mayor wauts 
he knows more than I do,“ said Mr. Alberger. 
1 don’t believe he himself knows what he 
wants. He has already begun to make new 
objections that don’t amount to anything. 

If the Mayor signs the ordinance next 
week we will have the road in operation by 
May 1. By that time we should have the 
double track completed from Canal street to 
California avenue. It would take us some 
time longer to cross the bridge and get 
the line completed east of the river. 
We have the line completed from Canal to 


Ada street, but I ordered all work stopped to- 


night. We have already paid out nearly 
$1,000 and have not sold any'stock nor issued a 
bond. I cannot push the work any further 
till I know what the Council will do.“ 

Mayor Cregier said last night that with a 
few slight alterations to remove ambiguity the 
ordinance would probably receive his official 
indorsement, He thought, however, that 
there was some ambiguity 
section fixing the rate 
which should be considered b 
partment. He did not clearly comprehend 
the meanfng of Sec. 21 as amended, which pur 
ports to give the route desired for the con 
struction of the loop east of the river. It pre- 
tended to ask permission to construct the line 
along Couch place, between Randolph and 
Lake streets, east to Benton lace, thence to 
Dearborn place, between Wabash and Michi- 
— avenue, thence to Haddock place, between 

uth Water and Lake streets,” yet it reall 
asked for permission to use a route over — 
land or lands as it may require by purchase, 
lease, condemnation, or otherwise.

The Additional Cost of Tin Causes the Rise 
—To Move the Yards, 

The packers of canned meats held an im- 
portant meeting Friday afternoon at which 
all the large packers were represented, the ob- 
ject being to consider the increased duties on 
tin, and what aetion it was best to take to 
cover the advanced price; also to consider the 
possibility of moving the Stock-Yards and 
plants of the various packing-houses. 

It was-decided to advance canned meats 
one-fourth of acent per pound to cover the 
additional cost of the tin under the new 
tariff schedule. So far as the Stock-Yards are 
concerned they will be moved. P. D. Ar- 
mour, who was asked about the matter, said:

AN ONYX MINE IN MISSOURI. 
Deposits in 


Discovery of Inexhaustible 
Crawford County, 

St. Louis Globe-Democrat: Last June a 
company of Chicago and Eastern capitalists 
was organized, with a capital of $1,500,000, to 
purchase the then only known onyx quarries 
of the habitable globe—those in the State of 
Puebla, Mexico, which, since the failure of 
the quarries at Oberstein, Germany, supplied 
the world with this beautiful decorative mate- 
rial, Some centuries ago the quarries in 
Arabi from which Kmg Solomon 

supply of onyx for deco- 
of the interior of his tem- 
le, and where ancient Rome and 
reece procured their stone for the adorn- 
ment of their palaces and the homes of the 
patricians, become exhausted, and with 
the working out of the veins at Oberstein, 
Germany, it was supposed that Mexico pos- 
the only quarries of this rich and rare 
stone. Recent explorations in the Ozark 
Mountains show that such was not the case, as 
two caverns have been found literally filled 
from floor to dome with this beautiful 
material, as well as a hillside deposit from 
which the walls and roof of the cavern have 
been graduaily washed away by the action of 
the elements. 

The credit of this discovery lies with Mr. 
Horace E. Rood of this city, who owns the en- 
tire tract, embracing 300 ac who became 
embued with the idea that the k range, 80 
rich in mineral, also contained onyx, if. it 
could but be unearthed. Acting upon this be- 
lief Mr. , since early in the summer, has 
had mineraiogists and assistants at work in 
Crawford County to verify his theory if possi- 
ble. That the result of their search was emi- 
nently successful is shown by the fact that in 
that county, near the banks of the Meramec, 
and within seventy miles of St. Louis, vast 
and practically inexhaustible deposits of onyx 
have been found. The find is easy to work 
and within six miles of the St. Louis and San 
Francisco railway. A syndicate of capitalists 
has been formed to develop the property, and 
a contract has been let for a ferry across the 
Meramec that the stone may be the more 
readily This will make St. Louis 
the onyx mart of the 2 as the headquar- 
ters of the syndicate will be located here, 

The importance of this discovery will be 
appreciated when it is stated that onyx sells 
at from $3 to $15 per cubic foot, and even then 
has to be purchased on speculation, as there 
are no surface indications to show whether a 
block is without a flaw or not.

or banded, and 1s highly translucent. It is 
found mostly in the form of couches or wide, 
thick layers and can be easily quarried. It 
takes on a glass-like polish and in beauty of 
coloring and wave lines is in many respects su- 
perior to that found in Mexico. This cave is 
easy of the entrance large, and the 
stone can be placed on the market at a slight 
cost. The deposits found in the second cave 
are much larger in extent than are those 
found in the first cave, and of even 
a higher grade. It is unquestionably the 
l t and finest deposit of onyx ever discov- 
ered. It is found chiefly in h blocks or 
benches on and against the walls of the beauti- 
ful grotto, extending outward and upward 
along the walls for many feet. This cavern, 
in addition to the benches aforesaid, is also 
studded with stalactites and stalagmites of 
solid onyx, from a few inches in diameter to 
that of many feet. The stone here runs in 
color from a clear translucent white to a deep 
rich chocolate. The cavern has been explored 
for fully a mile without reaching its limit, and 
is a solid mass of onyx of variegated hue its 
entire length. 

About a quarter of a mile from the en- 
trance to this cavern a second and smaller 
cave branches offwestwardly for a distance of 
half a mile. This, too, is filled with blocks of 
onyx of a superior quality. These are in 
lec in many places 6 feet thick, 10 in 
width, and about 50 in length. The rear part 
of this smaller cave or chamber is filled from 
floor to roof with translucent blocks of this 
beautiful decorative rege tom Eg how much 
farther it extends into the hill has not yet 
been determined, nor can it be until the onyx 
in sight has been removed, which will re- 

uire the work of years. The floors of 
two caves seemed to be composed of the 

same material as the walis and roof. But lit- 
tle development work has been done here, only 
enough to show the quality of the stone.

The Fanatical Craze Now Agitating the 

Northwestern Indians and Menacing the 

Peace of the Dakotas— How the Red 

Man Regards the Advance of White 

Settlers West of the Rockies—The Fate 

Which Is Said to Await the White Man 
—Trouble Anticipated, | 

President Harrison has given the Messiah 
craze’ among the Sioux Indians of Dakota his 
personal attention, and attaches so much im- 
portance to the present fanatical agitation 
among Sitting Bull and his followers that he 
sent a letter last week to army headquarters 
in this city requiring the latest advices in re- 
gard to the trouble to be forwarded to Wash- 
ington. | 

The Secretary of War has also interested 
himself in the matter to such an extent that a 
few days ago he telegraphed to headquarters 
here to know the whereabouts of Brig.-Gen. 
Miles, commandant of this division, and if his 
commission to arrange a land treaty with the 
Cheyennes.in Montana was in such shape that 
he could start at once for Standing Rock 
Agency, South Dakota, the seatof the religious 
excitement. Gen. Miles, who isin Montana, 
was communicated with and he will probably 
visit the Dakota reservations before he returns 
to Chicago, The department commander at 
St. Paul, Gen. Ruger, has been notified to be 
in readiness to go to Standing Rock if trouble 
occurs. 

In this connection the following narrative 
from Capt. C. L. Huggins, Second Cavalry 
Aide-de-Camp to Gen. Miles, will be inter- 
esting: 

1 had long heard of Smohalla, an Indian 
living at Priest Rapids, on the Upper Colum- 
bia River, who is venerated by his people as a 
seer and prophet, and credited with being the 
founder of the new Messiah religion. The 
exact nature of this religion is as jealously 
guarded from the world as the esoteric mys- 
teries of the ancient priesthoods, only a few 
favored ones being admitted to a full knowl- 
edge of its doctrine. It is known, however 
that a striet adherence to Indian dress and 
modes of life is one of the chief corner-stones 
of the new religion, and it is also known that 
Smohella’s followers look forward to sume 
terrible upheaval or convulsion of nature that 
will destroy the white men and civilized In- 
dians, and restore the faithful to complete 


st 


session of their ancestral domains. Smohalla's 


neophytes have been known to boast exultingly 
in unguarded moments, of atime soon com- 
ing when the dust of countless generations of 
dead Indians will suddenly return to life and 


slay alike the pale-faced oppressor and his 


contemptible imitator, the book Indian, 
recreant to his race and to his ancestral gods. 
A hornbly fantastic conception this, truly— 
and one well worthy of the Norse mythology so 
curiously suggested by the name of Smohalla. 

Suddenly, without warning, in the twink- 
ung of an eye, close to and surrounding every 
white man, woman, and child, will spring into 
life and strength aswarm of naked savages. 
They instantly throttle the pale-face. In the 
grasp of those nervous hands all his 
science and skill, all his im- 
proved weapons, avail him nothing. 
A few quickly-stified cries, and all is over. The 
whole continent from Behring Straits to the 
Isthmus is turned into one huge sacrificial 
stone from which flows the atoning blood of 


80,000,000 victims. Our cities that have cost 


us so much toil become a mighty holocaust, 
ighting up the scene with an ephemeral glare. 
Then the country swiftly settles back into its 
primeval wilderness filled with buffalos, elks 
and other good gifts from the now propitiated 
Great Spirit to his red children. The exist- 
ence of the white man upop this continent 
and the long oppression which the Indian has 
endured will soon be remembered only as a 
hideous nightmare, peopled bj} cruel and 
ghastly ghouls. 

This wild dream, or something like it, is the 
secret hope cf Smohalla’s adherents. It is 
thought that the Indian hasin some way in- 
curred the anger of the Great Spirit, who has 
sent upon him the white man as a punish- 
ment. But the cup of the white man’s in- 
iquity is now full. The Great Spirit is filled 
with anger against him and with compassion 
for the suffering of his red children, and those 
Indians who have been true to their ancient 
faith and customs will soon be triumphantly 
restored to full possession of their ancestral 
domains, to an Indian paradise uncontami- 
nated by any trace of the white man’s pollut- 
ing touch. 


Eight Fanatical Indians Killed. 


Smohalla has fixed his residence at Priest 
Rapids (so named, not for its present prophet, 
but for some black-robed white man), and here 
have gathered around him about 150 Indians 
who believe implicitly his doctrines and fol- 
low his teachings, while his influence is more 
or less marked upon many of the reservations 
not only of Washington but also those east of 
the Rocky Mountains. These doctrines, never 
having been formulated into any written creed 
and passing to distant reservations at second 
or third hand, have assumed among different 
tribes a variety of forins, all 
agreemg in the important fact that 
supernatural deliverance is close at hand. 
The Sioux are said to believe that a Titanic 
earth-wave many fathoms deep will roll over 
the continent, burying the whites, while the 
Indians will be miraculously buoyed up, or 
assisted to emerge from the earthly covering. 
A Messiah is said to be looked for by some 
tribes. 

Nov. 5, 1887, serious disturbances arising 
out of this superstition arose on the Crow res- 
ervation in Montana, where the leader of the 
fanatios, Sword-Bearer by name, and 
seven other Indians were killed. 
by the soldiers while. resisting arrest, they 
having refused to submit to the local regula- 
tions, and proclaimed themselves invulnerable 
to the bullet of the white man. They made a 
determined resistance, killing one corporal 
and wounding two privates.. Sword Bearer 
probably had the sympathy of a large major- 
ity of his tribe, but most of them prudently 
waited until the question of vulnerability 
was decided before taking part in the insur- 
rection. This affair checked for the time 
being what has been called the Messiah 
craze”’ among the Crows. 

Troubles of much greater magnitude, and 
having their origin in the same or a similar 
superstition, are now feared by the authorities 
among the Sioux, where Sitting Bull 1s said 
to have adopted and actively spread the new 
faith. With the warning, however, of the Crow 
affair, such precautions will doubtless be 
taken as to prevent any general outbreak. 
Strange stories are afloat, impressive from 
their vagueness, of the weird and mysterious 
incantations and ceremonies practiced, aud 
the ee powers exercised by 
Smohalla. 


Searching for Smohalla. 

Passing up the Columbia River with a cav- 
alry command several years ago, I looked for- 
ward with some curiosity to a meeting with 
the dusky seer of Priest Rapids, not hoping to 
penetrate to the Arcanum but determined to 
draw from him,,so far as a paleface might, 
something of his visions, his hopes, and his 
purposes. [encamped in a delightful little 
valley about twelve miles from Priest Rapids, 
and separated from it by a lofty mountain 
ridge. 1 determined to climb over 
the mountain ana visit Priest Rapids. 
2 all the inhabitants were absent from 
the village when we reached it, and on inquir- 
ing for Smohalla the sullen and suspicious In- 
dians said the prophet was in the Kititas Val- 
ley, fifty miles away. Ten days later I was 
encamped on a tributary of the Yakima. It 
was a delicious Indiag summer afternoon. I 
sat in front of my tent admiring the changing 
autumn tints when I became aware of colors 
still brighter than the yellow maple leaves 
moving among the branches, and n three 
mounted Indians, in gorgeous red and yellow 
turbans and gaudy ornaments, emerged from 
the grove near by. I was not at all ex ing 
Smohalla, but I divined at once that this was 
he. Moving at the gait between a trot and a 
walk, to which Indian ponies are trained, he 
came straight to me, reined up, and with the 
laconic announcement, Nika, Smohalla, 
dismounted, as did also his two y r com- 
panions. Welcome, Smohalla. Sit down 
and have a cup of coffee,“ I said in the lan- 
guage of the Columbia River Indian.

MEXICO’S MARVELOUS BEVERAGE. 


A Liquor That Requires Three Days to Get 
in Its Perfect Work. 

Gen. George A. Sheridan gives his experi- 
ence with Mexican pulque, as reported in the 
New York Press: 

In the Hoffman House café a couple of 
evenings ago a party of gentlemen were dis- 
cussing the national beverages of various na- 
tions, when one of them asked: ‘Have you 
ever tried Mexical ‘pulque?’ The word has 
the sound of ‘ pulky,’ and there was a moment’s 
silence, until Gen. George A. Sheridan, the 
politician, orator, lecturer, and wit, replied: 

Well, you ean just bet your sweet life that I 
have tried pulque, and don’t want any more 
of itin mine.’ He went on in this strain: ‘I 
tried that tiger in his native jungle. I found 
him in his lair in the City of Mexico when I 
was down there five years ago. Of course I 
had numerous American acquaintances there, 
and they wanted to be kind to me, and we 
went into one of their places of resort, and I 
was duly asked what I would have, with the 
suggestion that I should try pulque. It 
is the .common Mexican beverage, as 
they told me, and very delightful. I tried it. 
The taste was not pleasant on the first round, 
but the effect was delightful. I took another, 
and to my surprise the effect was just the same.

The New Law Works Well in New York.

Interesting Reminiscences of a Thrilling 
Period in Our History—A Life Almost 
Devoid of Recreation Made Sorrowful 
by Close Contact with Suffering Brought 
About by the Terrible Exigencies of 
War—With Charity for All and Malice 
Toward None, 

Col. Hay in the Century: In the midst of 
a crowd of visitors who began to arrive early 
in the morning, and who were put out, grum- 
bling, by the servants who closed the doors at 
midnight, the President pursued those labors 


which will carry his name to distant ages. 


There was little order or system about it; those 
around him strove from beginning to end to 
erect barriers to defend him against constant 
interruptions, but the President himself was 
always the first to break them down. He dis- 
liked anything that kept people from him who 
wanted to see him, and although the continual 
contact with importunity which he could not sat- 
isfy, and with distress which he oould not always 
relieve, wore térribly upon him and made him 
an old man before his time, he would never 
take the necessary measures to defend him- 
self He continued to the end receiving these 
swarms of visitors, every one of whom, 
even the most welcome, took something 
from him in the way of wasted nervous force. 
Henry Wilson once remonstrated with him 
about it: Tou will wear yourself out. He 
replied with one of those smiles in which 
there was so much of sadness: They don’t 
want much; they get but little, and I must 
see them.” In most cases he could do them 
no good, and it afflicted him to see he could 
not make them understand the impossibility 
of granting their requests. One hot rnoon 
a private soldier who had somehow got access 
to him persisted, after repeated explanations 
that his case was one to be settled by his im- 
mediate superiors, in begging that the Presi- 
dent would give it his personal attention. Lin- 
coln at last burst out: “ Now, my man, go 
away! I cannot attend to all these details. 
I could as easily bail out the Potomac with a 
spoon,” 

Of course, it-was not all pure waste: Mr. 
Lincoin gained much of information, some- 
thing of cheer and encouragement, from these 
visits. He particularly enjoyed conversing 
with officers of the army navy newly ar- 
rived from the field or from sea. He listened 
with the eagerness of a child over a fairy tale 
to Garfield’s graphic account of the battle of 
Chickama ; he was always delighted with 
the wise and witty sailor talk of John A. Dahi- 
gren, Gustavus V. Fox, and Commander Henry 
A. Wise. Sometimes a word fitly spoken had 
its results. When R. B. Ayres called on him 
in company with Senator Harris and was in- 
troduced as a Captain of artillery who had 
taken part in a recent unsuccessful engage- 
ment, he asked: How many guns did you 
take in? “Six,” Ayres answered. How 
many did you bring out? the President asked 
maliciously. ‘ Eight.“ This unexpected re- 
ply did much to gain Ayres his merited pro- 
motion. 

The inventors were more a source of amuse- 
ment than annoyance. They were usually 
men of some originality of character, not in- 
frequently — to eccentricity, Lincoln 

a quick comprehension of mechanical 
principles, and often detected a flaw in an in- 
vention which the contriver overlooked. 
He would sometimes go out into the waste 
fields that then lay south of Executive 
Mansion to test an experimental gun or 
torpedo. He used to quote with much merri- 


ment the soleinn dictum of one rural in- 


ventor that a ought. not to re- 
kyle; if it 8 af it ought to 
rekyle a little forrid.“ He was particu- 
larly interested in the first rude attempts at 
the afterward famous mitrailleuses ; on one oc- 
casion he worked one with his own hands at 
the Arsenal, and sent forth peals of Homeric 
laughter as the balls, which had not power to 
penetrate the target set up at a little distance, 
came boundi back among the shins of the 
bystanders. e accompanied Col. Hiram 
Berdan one day to the camp of his 8 
ers and there gene the trenches his 
loug-disused skill with the rifle.

At luncheon time he had literally to run the 
gauntlet through the crowds who filled the 
corridors between his office and the rooms at 
the west end of the house occupied by the 
family.

at 6 o’clock he dined. He was one of the most 
abstemious of men; the pleasures of the table 
had few attractions for him. His breakfast 
was an egg and a cup of coffee; at luncheon 
he rarely took more than a biscuit and a glass 
of milk, a plate of fruit in its season; at din- 
ner he ate sparingly of one or two courses. 
He drank little or no wine; not that he re- 
mained always on principle @ total abstainér, 
as he was during a part of his early life in the 
fervor of the Washingtonian” reform; but 
he never cared for wine or liquors of dny sort, 
and never used tobacco, 

During the Snes goer of the Administration 
the house was made lively by the games and 
eons of Mr. Lincoln’s two younger children, 

‘illiam and Thomas; Robert, the eldest, was 
away at Harvard, only coming home for short 
vacations. The two little boys, aged eight 
and ten, with their Western independence and 
enterprise, kept the house in an uproar. The 
drove their tutor wild with their good-natu 
disobedience ; they organized a minstrel show 
in the attic; they made acquaintance with the 
office-seekers and became hot champions 
of the distressed. William was, with all his 
buyish frolic, a child of great promise, capable 
of close application and study. He had 
a fancy for, drawing up railway time-tables, 
and would conduct an imaginary train from 
Chicago to New York with perfect precision. 
He wrote childish verses, which sometimes at- 
tained the unmerited honors of print. But 
this bright, gentle, studious child sickened and 
died in February, 1862. His father was pro- 
foundly moved by his death, though he gave 
no outward sign of his trouble, but kept about 
his work the same as ever. His bereaved heart 
seemed afterward to pour out its fullness on 
his youngest child.“ Tad was a merry warm- 
blooded, kindly little boy, perfectly lawless 
and fullof odd fancies and inventions, the 
‘chartered libertine” of Executive 
Mansion. He ran continually in and 
out of his father’s cabinet, interruptin 
his gravest labors conversations with 
his bright, rapid, and very imperfect speech— 
for he had an impediment which made his ar- 
ticulation almost unintelligible yntil he was 
nearly grown. He would perch upon his fa- 
ther’s knee, and sometimes eveg on his shoul- 
der, while the most weighty conferences were 
going on. Sometimes escaping from the do- 
mestic authorities, he would take refuge in 
that sanctuary for the whole evening, drop- 
pins to sleep at last on the floor, when the 

resident would pick him up and carry him 
tenderly to bed, 

Mr. Lincoln’s life was almost devoid ot 

recreation. He sometimes went to the thea- 
ter, and was particularly fond of a play of 
Shakspeare well acted. He was so delighted 
with Hackett in Falstaff that he wrote him 
a letter of warm congratulation, which pleased 
the veteran actor so much that he gave it to 
the New York Herdid, which printed it with 
abusive comments. Hackett was greatly mor- 
tified and made suitable apologies, upon which 
the President wrote to him again in the kind- 
liest manner, saying: 
_ “Give yourself no uneasiness on the sub- 
ject. . . I certainly did not expect to see 
my note in print, yet Ihave not been much 
shocked by the comments upon it. They are 
a fair specimen of what has occurred to me 
through life. I have endured a great deal of 
ridicule without much malice; and have re- 
ceived a great deal of kindness, not quité free 
from ridicule. I am used to it.” N

DEATH OF A FAMOUS RATTLESNAKE. 


It Was Over Eleven Feet Long and Had 
Nineteen Rattles.. 

Atlauta Constitution; The largest rattle- 
snake ever seen in Georgia was killed Satur- 
day in Lee County upon the plantation of 
Secretary of State Gen. Phil Cook. The 
snake has terrorized the neighborhood for 
years, and its death Saturday was the occasion 
of a jubilee celebration among the darkies in 
that vicinity. Even the white people joined 
in the general feeling of relief that so danger- 
ous and dreaded a neighbor was rid of at 
last. The snake, by actual measurement, 
was a little over eleven feet long. It had 
nineteen rattles and a button. 

The snake has been hunted for years, and 
traps innumerable have been devised for its 
capture. Its den is an impenetrable section 
of the Kinchafoonee swamp. Near this is a 
cypress pond, and between the swamp and the 
pond is the road. Hundreds of times its 
track has been seen across this road. People 
who had not seen it were doath to believe the 
stories told about it, but the truth finally be- 
came established, and the Lee County rattle- 
snake became famous from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. The snake has swallowed youn 
pigs, chickens, rabbits, and other small ani- 
mals, and was dreaded by negroes like a 
ghost. It was difficult to induce them to 
travel the road at night. 

Saturday the snake was found across 
the 1— near the pond by Mr. Phil Cook. 
Without disturbing it Mr. Cook went off for 
help, returning with three or four negroes 
armed with hoes and clubs. Stealing up near 
the snake the negroes fell upon it, with 
the hoes and clubs finally killed it. It was cut 
open and in its belly was found a ful 
buck rabbit.

in historic completeness

celsus. Alchemy, in- 
deed, was a far advanc- 
ed science in India and 
Arabia before the Euro- 
pean sages began even 
to dream of it. It is 

ALBERTUS MAGNUS. rfectly certain that 
in BEVEL the land of Thoth (Hermes Trismeg- 
istus mistry was growing as natural 
out of alchemy as it did in Europe nearly 2,000 
years later. The Tauist mysteries of the Chi- 
nese, which are of unknown antiquity, con- 
tain specific instructions in certain matters of 
chemistry and alchemy precisely such as are 
followed in China at the present day. 

China Arabia were working concurrent- 
ly in the practice of alchemy in the eighth cent- 
ury, and the grave of a cousin of Mohamet re- 
mains at.Canton as a monument of the inter- 
course between the Caliphs of Arabia and the 
Emperors of China. The objects of pursuit in 
both schools were identical, and in either case 
two-fold—immortality and gold. In both 
schools there were two elixirs, the greater 
and the less, and the properties assigned to 
them cerresponded very closely. Mercury, 
lead, aud sulphur were common to both 
schools. Both systems were closely inter- 
woven with astrology. 1 

There is enough material in the history of 
ancient, Chinese alchemy to fill a large text- 
book. This need only be referred to as a con- 
clusive proof of the high antiquity of the 
search for gold and the elixir of hfe by men 
vainly anxious from all time to change the 
ways of nature.—San Francisco Chronicle.

His Integrity Impeached. 


John A. Davis’ integrity is next. impeached.

I all these facts show that John Davis is a 
man of integrity, Mr. Myers, he is en- 
titled to the letters. If he is not possessed of 
integrity the statute disqualifies him. Every 
principle of patie policy precludes the ap- 
pointment of a man wanting in integrity, and 
the only fair inference from the testimony is 
that John Davis is a dishonest man. 

The last point rehed upon in the brief is 
that the trial court erred in excluding certain 
evidence: offered by the contestant Root. Root 
offered to prove that shortly before Andrews’ 
death Ewing told Root that if he (Erwin) could 
get control of the administration the interest 
of most of the heirs could be purchased for 
little or nothmg; that Root, his sister Mrs. 
Cornue, and John Davis should get ail they 
were entitled to; that the only other Ln 
who could trouble him was Smith of Califor- 
nia, who had married a niece and wae a law- 
yer; that he would fight Smith in the courts 
till the latter got sick of it; that if there was a 
will that they wanted to have sustained they 
could have it stand if they were on the inside; 
but if there was a will that did not suit they

This testimony was offered on the theory 
that the evidence directly affecting John A. 
Davis showed him to be codperating with 
Erwin in an improper attempt to procure the 
heirs to intrust their interests to Erwin to such 
an extent as to authorize Erwin’s declarations 
as against John.

The contestant claimed that Erwin and 
John intended to obtain an unjust advan 
over the other heirs.

ATTENTION! HEALTH OFFICIALS. 


Disease-Breeding Filth Allowed to Accu- 
mulate on the Illinois River. 

Prexrx, III., Nov. 5.— [Special Correspond- 
ence. |—If any #esident of Illinois is in doubt 
about the benefits that the Chicago 
Canal will confer on the Illinois River Valley 
let him pay a visit to that part of the river 
from’ Peoria south to Copperas Creek dam. 
Since early last summer the water has been 
extremely low, and navigation, except for the 
smallest craft, has been an utter impossibili- 
ty. In addition to proving a bar to naviga- 
tion the low water has resulted in a most filthy 
condition of the river along most of its length 


from Peoria south. The Peoria sewers outlet 


to the river, and the sewage from these and 
the refuse from the many distilleries with 
their never absent cattle pens, floats slowly 
down the sluggish river, lodging here and 
there on the sand-bars or other obstructions 
and sending forth a stench that is most offen- 
sive if not dangerous to life and health. All 
summer long complaints have been loud and 
constant from dwellers along the river against 
the filth that is dumped into the river at Peoria. 
At Pekin, which is ten miles south from Peo- 
ria, 1 has been, and is now, abom- 
inable. There are two bridges here, and 

the cattle pen refuse which floats down from 
Peoria in masses frum ten feet square to half 

an acre in extent, lodges against the piers and 

lies stewing in the sun until men are sent with 

boats and axes to break it up and steer N on 

down the river past the city. The shore on 

both sides of the river is constantly lined with 

all manner of rotting refuse deposited by the 

barely moving water, and the smell from it 

that grects those who get near is disease-breed- 

ing. Throughout the summer and fall there 

has been much sickness along the river in the 

way of chills and low fevers which are directly 

traceable to the filthy condition of the river 

and its low, flat shores.

THE GERMAN CHANCELLOR SOOTHING 
SIG. CRISPI AND KING HUMBERT. 


He Assures The Italians That There Has 
Never Been Such a Period of Calm in 
International Polities as at Present— 
Sig. Crispi Insists That the Austrian 
Emperor Should Visit Rome—German 


Conservatives Fighting Against Proposed 
Reform. 
(Copyright, 1890, by the New York Associated Press.] 

Buntax, Nov. 8.—Chancellor von Caprivi, 
who had been visiting Milan, this morning re- 
ceived a deputation of the German residents 
of the city, who waited uvon him to present 
an address, In replying to the address, which 
was presented by the German Consul, the 
Chancellor spoke in terms of unofficial frank- 
ness of the objects and results of his meeting 
with the Italian Prime Minister. He congrat- 
lated his visitors upon living in a beautiful 
country which was the center of art interest 
and which was under a government that was 
linked with that of Germany by a policy of 
peace. His interviews with Sig. Cris- 
pi, he said, had cemented and per- 
fected the entente of the Dreibund. The 
reports that he would meet Count 
Kalnoky on the homeward journey to confer 
with him on the position and attitude of Italy 
were untrue. There was no necessity for his 
meeting Count Kalnoky, as the Austrian 
Prime Minister was already cognizant of the 
aims of the conference. He could give them 
assurances that there had never been such a 
period of calm in international politics as at 
present. He had no anxiety as to the imme- 
diate future, and was confident that peace 
would be maintained for a long time to come. 
The Chancellor did not go the length of dis- 
closing the issue of the discussion of Sig. 
Crispi’s demand that the Empeor of Austria 
return King Humbert’s visit by going to Rome. 

Insists on His Going to Rome. 

The relations between the Italian court and 
Government and Austria have been further 
strained by advices from Count Nigia, the 
Italian Ambassador at Vienna, that Cardinal 
Galimberti, the Papal Nuncio, has been operat- 
ing upon Emperor Francis Joseph through 
the Empress and Archdukes to break the con- 
nection with Italy. The Riforma of Rome 
contrived to get hold of dispatches fi om Cardi- 
nal Galimberti to the Pope reporting progress 
in the diplomacy tending to isolate the Italian 
Government. The authenticity of the dis- 
patches as published has not been denied. 

Prime Minister Crispi has been for a long 
time urging that the Emperor of Austria 
ought to return King Humbert’s visit. He 
now insists upon Austrian recognition of 
Rome as the Capital of Italy by the Emperor’s 
going to the Quirinal. The official belief here 
is that Chancellor von Caprivi started with 
authority to soothe Sig. Crispi and King Hum- 
bert by a promise that the Emperor of Austria 
would go to Rome in the spring. Communi- 
cations from Count Kalnoky, the Austro- 
Hungarian Prime Minister, received before 
the Chancellor left, it is understood, an- 
nounced that Emperor Francis Joseph would 
submit in the event of Sig. Crispi maintain- 
ing that his reception at Rome was n 
for a continuance of the triple alliance. 

The autograph letter from Emperor Will- 
iam to King 2 of which the Chancellor 
was the bearer, alluded to the Chancellor’s 
services in executing Germany’s forei 1 
icy, and said the Emperor agreed with him. 

Gen. Caprivi and Sig. Crispi arrived at 
Monza at 6 o’clock this evening to attend the 
dinner in honor of the German Chancellor. 
They were received at the station by the mas- 
ter of ceremonies. Both wore plain evening 
dress, without decorations, as the dinner at 
the chateau was to be a private affair. King 
Humbert welcomed the two Ministers in the 


royal saloon, and after conversing with Gen. 


von Caprivi for some time handed the Chan- 
cellor the Order of the Annunciation. Sig. 
Crispi goes to Palermo tomorrow. 

Still Hankering After Retaliation. 

The reports that the Chancellor mooted com- 
bined reprisals against the United States be- 
eause of the McKinley bill are unfounded. 
The Austrian oes are still hankering after 
retaliation, although the negotiations here for 
a commercial coalition resulted in utter fail- 
ure. Italy is the. least affected by the bill of 
any European State. 

Fighting Against Reform, 

It would not risk offending America to satis- 
fy a doubtful ally. The Chancellor will return 
by way of St. Gothard in time to prepare for 
the opening of the Landtag Wednesday. Sev- 
eral reforms that are certain to be promised in

Prof. Koch’s Consumption Cure. 

Tne medical journals refer cautiously to 
Prof. Koch’s cure forconsumption. The pro- 
fessor begs his medical friends to refrain from 
discussing the subject until hi» investigation 
shall have given more reliable results. The 
Pharmaceutische Zeitung confirms the state- 
ment that Prof. Koch’s method is inoculation 
with a weakened cultivation of tubercular 
bacilli. The Medizinische Wochenschaft de- 
clares that the therapeutics of consumption 
are on the eve of a new and victorious epoch. 
Prof. Koch declines to state when he will be 
able to present a report of his experiments, 
He says the results, are still too limited for 
scientific certainty. 

Prof. Peters, a noted authority on diseases 
of the lungs and a member of the Academy of 
Medicine, has been interviewed. with regard 
to Dr. Koch’s homeopathic treatment of con- 
sumptives. He says that he doubts the all 
microbe origin of tuberculosis on which Dr. 
Koch’s theory and treatment are founded. He 
believes that the bacillus is produced within 
and during the formation of the tubercle, and 
not from without, and says that it is improb- 
able that inoculation can kill the bacillus. It 
is stated that a bill will be submitted to the

It Causes a Sharp Selling Movement in 
Stocks in Wall Street, 

New Tonk, Nov. 8.—|Special.]—A better 
feeling was apparent in the opening prices of 
stocks today. But it was not of long duration. 
After the first spurt prices began to weaken, 
and the market continued feverish and uncer- 
tain until the weekly bank statement ap- 
peared.

THERE MIGHT HAVE BEEN A LAWSUIT 
A Story from 


“Col. Carter of Carters- 
ville.” 

F. Hopkinson Smith in the November 
Century: To give you an idea, suh,’’ the 
Colonel continued, of what we Southern 
people suffe’d immediately after the fall of the 
Confederacy, let me state a case that came 
under my own observation. 

“Col. Temple Talcott of Fokeer County, 
Virginia, came into Talcottville one mornin’, 
suh—a town settled by his ancestors —ridin 
upon his horse—or rather a mule, suh, belong- 
in’ to his overseer. Col. Talcott, suh, be- 
longed to one of the vehy fust families in 
Virginia. He was asonof Jedge Thaxton 
Talcott, suh, and grandson of Gen. Snowden 
Stafford Talcott of the Revolutionary War. 
Now, suh, let me tell you right here that the 
Talcott blood is as blue as the sky, and that 
every gentleman bearin’ the name is known 
all over the country, suh, as a man whose 
honor is dearer to him than his life, and whose 
word is as as his bond. Well. suh, this 
mornin’ Col. Talcott left his plantation in 
charge of his overseer—he was workin’ it on 
shares—and rode through his estates to his an- 
cestral town, some five miles distant.

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| Marr ro UNION PACIFIC DICTATION. 


Chairman of the Wéstern and North- 
western Divisions of the Western 
Freight Association and the Chicago 
and Northwestern Railroad—An Unwar- 
ranted Violation of the Agreement—The 
Association Likely to Go to Pieces, 


At the meeting of the Western and North- 
western Division of the Western Freight Asso- 
ciation, to be held in this city the latter part 
of this week, the most important question that 
will come up for consideration will be in re- 
gard to the action of the Chicago and North- 
western in agreeing to allow the Union Pacific 
increased proportions of the through rates 
without the knowledge and consent of the 
association. It is generally believed that 
the difficulty will lead either to a 


Freight Association, as the relations between 
the Chicago and Northwestern and some of 
its rival Omaha lines have become so strained 
that it will not be possible for them to work 
together in harmony any longer. The follow- 
ing communication has been sent to the 
Northwestern regarding its notice that it will 
accept the proportions of rates dictated by the 
Union Pacific by Acting Chairman Osgood of 
the Western and Northwestern Divisions of 
the Western Freight Association: 

It is probably unnecessary for me to state Oat 
the figures you submit are not in accordance with 
the basis authorized by the association and that 
this office cannot under the provisions of the 
8 of the association recognize the right 
of any company to take individual action with 
respect to the establishment of divisions with 
connecting lines not members of association. 
You claim as a justification the act of this office 
in can e 288 tariffs which had been 
issued in connection with the Union Pacific rail- 
way company. Permit me, however, to direct 
your attention to what is an apparent mis- 
understanding on your part, as well as an 
important omission. You fail to take into 
consideration the notice which was served upon 
the individual Omaha lines and this office by the 
Tariff Managers of the Union Pacific to the effect 
that unless a certain basis of divisions pro 
by that company was accepted all through ar- 
rangements must terminate Oct. 31. As the Asso- 
ciation at its meeting did not adopt the divisions 
proposed by the Union Pacific railway company 
this office was left in the position of committing 
the Association's lines, by current tariffs of its 
issue, to the protection of rates which 
the Union Pacific 8 had for- 
mally i the es they could

I am 
asked to authorize certain action on the part of 
another line as against the unauthorized act of 
your company. advise me by bearer, if 
possible, whether your company will insist upon 
action in accordance with its notice, notwith- 
standing same is not in conformity with the re- 
quirements of the agreement of this association, 

Reply to the foregoing communication was

Nzw York, Nov. 8.—[Special.|—The ques- 
tion of differentials claimed by the Grand 
Trunk of Canada against the Lake Shore has 
been left to arbitration.

No Extensions by the Atchison, 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 8.—[Special ]—George 
C. Magoun, Chairman of the Atchison Board 
of Directors, says: *‘ Atchison does not con- 
template any new building. The reports of 
Atlantic and Pacific surveyers locating lines, 
notably into the Texas Pan-Handle, probably 
arise from the fact that the land department 
of the Atlantic and Pacific has some survey- 
ing todo in connection with its land grant 
claim. Since last June fifty-one railroad 
schemes have been presented to the Atchison 
company and laid upon the shelf, where they 
will probably rest for some time. The Atchi- 
son does not need to build now to strengthen 
its geographical position.“ 


Adams Defends the Union Pacific. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 8.—President Charles 
Francis Adams reiterates his statement that 
the boycott on the Union Pacific-has had any 
serious effect. He calls attention to the fact 
that no Western railroad man has controverted 
this statement over his own signature. Mr. 
Adams says that the road is crushed with 


traffic and that the only trouble is that they 
are short of motive power.

„More has been written about Jay Gould 
individually than about any other living 
American. With all that has been written, 
comparatively little is known of him. Most of 
the stories, printed or otherwise, about him 


knowledge is due to Mr, Gould’s ways. There 
never was a man with less obtrusiveness in 
his personal character. He prefers to keep 
out of sight. Like Napoleon, he is a man of 
silence and thought. He would be out of his 
element in a crowd. 

Mr. Gould’s external appearance affords a 
fair notion of his mental makeup. His face 
always wears a contemplative expression. a 

is 
interests are so vast and his schemes so com- 
plicated that his mind must be bent upon 
them all the time. Mr. Gould’s eyes are sel- 
dom turned upon the face of a person with 
whom he is talking. He will now and then 
cast a glance at his questioner, but generally 
he is looking in some other direction. This 
peculiarity of Mr. Gould’s is not because he 
is unable to look anybody in the face, but be- 
cause he is meditating while he is conversing. 
He never lets his gaze rest on any object more 
than a moment. If he did it would distract 
his thoughts. His hardest thinking is done 
when his eyes are wandering off into space. 

“Mr. Gould isa man of few words. To 
every inquiry he responds in the briefest man- 
neer. If yes’ or no isa sufficient answer 
only the one word escapes him. It is remark- 
able how much he can say in one or two of his 
terse sentences. He speaks in a low and rather 
soft voice, without inflections or gestures. 
Unless he is the questioner he does not talk 
even for the sake of enliveni a i 
conversation.

“In is ways Mr. e 
plain and quiet. Bluster, show, or an exhi 4 
tion of importarice is wholly foreign to his 
nature. Perhaps one reason for his t suc- 
cess is that people with whom he has dealt 
have not accorded him the measure of his 
ability, and in consequence he has got the best 
of transactions. The old saying applies to Mr. 
Gould. He is smarter than a steel trap, and a 
steel trap is supposed to lie low and say noth- 
ing. Notwithstanding the dominating quality 
of money-making there are same elements 
in his composition as in other people who have 
not fortunes to rd and add to. 

First of all Mr. Gould has a keen sense of 
humor, the gratification of which, however, is 
seldom indicated. by more than the gqhietest 
smile. If he were an orator he would be an- 
other Chauncey M. Depew, t h drier in 
his humor. r. Gould cannot make a speech, 
so Mr. Depew need not fear him as a rival in 
the oratorical field. Mr. Gould has made 
three speeches in his life, and the longest con- 
tained perhaps fifty words. He is not at his 
ease when posing before a public assemblage. 

“Mr. Gould likes to read the newspapers 
and extracts a great deal of quiet fun from 
them. He reads them carefully, and points 
which another reader might hurry over he will 
find significant, ridi or humorous. He 
spends all his spare time There are 
few more devoted book worms. The books 
which he reads are of a gubstantial and in- 
structive character. He is thoroug 
quainted with history, ancient and modern, 
and is well versed in scientific progress. 

“Mr. Gould has few imes outside of his 
reading. He used to drive a great deal, but 
nowadays he limits himself to a ride in the 
afternoon in Central Park with his daughter. 
He occasionally plays cards with his younger 
children, but more for their amusement t 
his own. Once in a while he goes to the the- 
ater. He is rarely seen at the opera. Asa 
matter of fact he has no ear for music, His 
evenings are usually spent at home, and are 
partly, if not altogether, occupied in looking 
over the reports of the railroads and other cor- 
porations in which he is interested. 

Although he has a fine mansion in Fifth 
avenue for a city residence and a magnificent 
place at Irvington-on-the-Hudson for a coun- 
try residence, and a yacht almost as large as 
an ocean-going — he is, nevertheless, 
very plain in his ways of * 1 He in 
the quietest style. He eats of simplest food, 
and very little of it. He is regular as a clock 
in his habits. His meals are taken at exactly 
the same hour each day. Heisin bed about 
10 o’clock every night, and is up by 5:30 or 6 
in the summer and by 7 in the winter. Mr. 
Gould has tired somewhat of his yacht. It 
takes fifty-two men to make up the crew, and 
the principal use to which it has been put has 
been to carry him between New York and 
Irvington. He could have made the trip 
quicker, though not with so much comfort 
perhaps. by rail. No doubt he would accept a 
reasonable offer for the craft, which is one of 
the best 1 — private vessels afloat.

in Brazil is about 1,600,000. Only half of 
them were registered, and as the total vote 
was only 400,000 it shows that one-half of 
those registered voted. It is intimated that 
the Government applied some of the methods 
which are favorites in South Carolina and 
other Southern States and thus secured over 
three-fourths of all the votes cast. That is a 
bad start for the new republican govern- 


ment. 


Tun Tareune of Saturday contained a table 
showing the vote on the Fair amendment in 
thirty-four out of the 102 counties in this 
State. The vote for the amendment was 
within an insignificant fraction of three- 
fourths of the total vote on the general ticket, 
being much more than the majority required 
to carry it. The list of counties yet to be 
heard from includes some of the most popu- 
lous, but there is little doubt the count of their 
votes will show the same general result, as 
those already reported comprise the ones most 
likely to vote against the amendment as being 
more directly under the domination of St. 
Louis. Thus Monroe, near St. Louis, gave 
1,681 against and only 739 for; Williamson, 
1,924 against and 2,075 for, and Jeffer- 
son, 1,475 against and 1,473 for. 
The relative smallness of the vote in 
several of the counties would appear to have 
been due to the fact that the amendment 
clause was omitted from one of the tickets. 
In Effingham the votes for and against 
amounted to but two-thirds of the total vote, 
in Christian to but 60 per cent, in Clark and 
Clinton to 70 per cent, in Jefferson, Jersey, 
Johnson, and Madison about the same, in 
Knox and McDonough to 60 per cent, while 
in Henry it was but about 35 percent of the 
total, and in Adams the ratio was nearly 80 
per cent. In some of the counties, as in 
Ford, they seem to have voted for or against 
the amendment on both tickets. In Henry 
the amendment would appear to have been 
omitted from tne Republican ticket, which 
was possibly an unintentional over- 
sight, but the omission was in most 
cases made by the Democrats. The 
opposition vote, so far as reported, was but 
about 9 per cent of the total, and, as above 
intimated, it was most decisive in that part of 
the State bordering on St. Louis. That city 
was in active, open hostility to the selection 
of Chicago as a site for the World's Colum- 
bian Exhibition, and the influence of its mer- 
chants appears to have been prejected as far 
as possible into this State in opposition to a 
movement in which they ought to take no 
other than a favorable interest, seeing they 
will not be called on to stand any of the ex- 
penses, and may naturally expect to be visited 
by not a few of those who come from other 
lands to see the great exhibit at Chicago. 
Hence it is a case of spite without motive 
other than that of petty meanness and re- 
vengeful jealousy. 


FROTHY ABUSE OF A SOUND PROPOSITION. 

Like Rachel weeping for her children, the 
Chicago Herald refuses to be comforted for 
the defeat of its pet candidate, Lawler. In 
its unreasOning anger it pours out the slop 
buckets of its wrath on Tun TVN, which 
it holds chiefly responmble for the defeat of 
its own darling Lawler. It may be right about 
that, but it does not justify the use of the fol- 
lowing indecorous language: 

Opposition to the use of the Lake-Front for 
anything more important and valuable than a 
peanut stand in connection with the World's Fair 
has broken out again in the treacherous CHICAGO 
TrrBune, now that the bonds have been voted 
and there is no longer any occasion to fear the 
wrath of the people 

To abandon it now would be an exhibition of 
scoundrelism common enough among the crew 
that worships at the tinsel shrine of Jim Blaine, 
but abhorrent to everybody who values truth and 
candor. 

The words “dishonest,” traitorous,” 
“shameful,” perfidious, ‘‘ inexcusable” 
also flow like a yellow dog’s saliva from its 
frothy mouth. The specific allegation is that 
Tun TUR wants nothing more important 
than a peanut stand on the Lake-Front. Its 
readers know it has been advocating the con- 
struction on the Lake-Front of a permanent 
Art Building which shall cost over a million 
dollars, to be used after the Fair is over as a 
beautiful home for the art and literary pos- 
sessions of the city for all future time. It has 
insisted that the ground ‘already made west of 
the Illinois Central tracks from Jackson street 
northward should be given up to an art palace 
and one other building of ample size to be 
used after the Fair for a public library build- 
ing, each of which would be more important 
than “a peanut stand.“ 

The readers of Taz Trieune know, also, 
that it has opposed steadily the project to 
spend vast sums of money in filling and piling 
ia the outer harbor; in the beautifying of the 
land thus made; in the construct on of ex- 
pensive viaducts by which to reach it, and in 
the erection thereon of gemporary buildings 
which, with the viaducts, would have to be 
torn down when the Fair was over. Asa bus- 
mess proposition it has been unable to see the 
sense of doing any of these things, and few, 
indeed, are the sound business-men who do 
not agree with it. The Herald proprietor will 
agree with it when his grief fur Lawler has 
been assuaged and his tears are dried up. 

It seems to be the impression that the Na- 
tional Committee on Buildings and Grounds 
will favor the placing of but two structures n 
the Lake-Front—the Art and Electrical Appli- 
ancé Buildings. For both of these there is 
abundant room on the present Lake-Front 
Park west of the Illinois Central tracks. If 
an arrangement can be made in time with the 
Illinois Central by which it will agree to move 
ite tracks to the east an additional width of 
200 feet will be secured from Park row 
northward, and there will be still less occasion 
for this foolish insistence on throwing away 
millions of money in filline and piling, mak- 
ing viaducts, and erecting temporary build- 
ings. 


some of its critics is that it wishes every dollar 
possible to be invested on the Lake-Front to 
be put into permanent buildings so that the 
city will get the greatest possible benefit 
from the expenditure. They wish to 
squander all they can in what they ‘call 
“improvements and in temporary buildings 
which will disappear after the Fair is over, 
leaving not a trace behind. If one of 
these two plans is “‘ shameful, dishonest, and 
inexcusable” it must be the last, which con- 
templates making ducks and drakes of the 
money of the taxpayers and of the stockhold- 
ers. If economy, common sense, and or- 


| | dimary business prudence are “ treachery ” 
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that the state of affairs which exists now can- 
not be tolerated in 1898, and that during that 
year at least, when Chicago is crowded with 
visitors, most of them from well-policed 
places, a cleanliness hitherto undreamed of 
must be maintained. 3 

But nothing will be done, and the city will 
be as foul in 1898 as in 1890 unless some 
steps are taken at once to provide the funds 
which will be needed for the costly business 
of keeping the streets clean and the alleys 
free from .garbage. The work of purification 
should begin next year, so that by the time 


‘the Fair is here citizens will have become 


somewhat accustomed to street and alley 
cleanliness, and will codperate with the city 
authorities in keeping them in good condition. 

Although sewers are to be built hereafter by 
epecial assessment and not by general taxes, 
and although a slight increase in the assess- 
ment will enable Chicago to raise a little 
more money for general municipal purposes 
than it has been doing, it will not be pos- 
sible under the 2 per cent limitation to levy 
taxes which will meet the current expenses of 
the city and at the same time keep the streets 
and alleys in decent order. 

It is suggested therefore that the city ask 
the Legislature for authority to levy outside 
of the 2 per cent limitation a specific tax, the 
proceeds of which shall be used for street and 
alley cleaning and for no other purpose. For 
the last two years the city, availing itself of 
the permission given by the last Legislature, 
has been levying a special 3 mill tax for 
sewers in addition to the 2 per cent for gen- 
eral purposes. Those 8 mills, which will pro- 
duce about $660,000, are no longer needed for 
sewers, and the General Assembly should be 
asked for authority to levy that rate for street 
and alley cleaning. Every cent of the 
amount will be required to keep them decent- 
ly clean. 

Unless something of this kind is done the 
city will not have the money with which to 
keep itself presentable, unless it neglects 
something else which may be. of quite as 
much importance. Theréfore the Legislature 
which is to meet in January must be asked 
for the necessary authority as soon as it meets, 
so that the Council can get it before it passes 
on the estimates for 1891. The City Govern- 
ment should find what it will cost, on the basis 
of an honest administration of the fund, to do 
the street cleaning, and then ask for it. > 

The objection may be raised that the grant 
will be abused; that no matter how much 
money is given a large percentage of it will 
be spent on sinecure inspectors and idle dep- 
uty mspectors who will waste most of their 
time in saloons and certify fora few dollars 
any report the contractors may ask them. It 
will be claimed that as the New York Tam- 
many spends millions on streets which are 
always filthy, so the Chicago Tammany will 
do the same thing, and that for every dollar 
paid out for cleafing one or more 
will be squandered on inspecting or 
on alleged cleaning. There is much 
truth in this, but in April there should be a 
change in the City Government. A more eco- 
nomical and capable administration should 
take hold which will not squander the tares 
on saloon bummers. But even if there should 

be no change the streets must be cleaned bet- 
ter whatever it may cost. 

So let the Legislature grant the power to 
levy the special street-cleaning tax and begin 
the new system in 1891 so that it will be in 
smooth operation in 1893. The people will 
not grumble if they have to pay extra when 
they see the returns for it in streets which 
they are not ashamed to have visitors look at 
and in alleys which do not smell from afar off. 
The value of street and alley cleanliness as a 
sanitary measure hardly can be overrated. 
The prompt removal of all garbage and de- 
caying animal and vegetable matter will save 
thousands of lives every year, especially among 
the poor. 


THE POPE AND THE MASONS. 

Most of those who reed in the European 
cablegram the statement that Pope Leo XIII. 
had declared the Masonic fraternity to be 
animated by the spirit of Satan will be dis- 
posed to think he has blundered. His blunder 
in this instance may not be worse than a 
crime, as Bonaparte said a blunder was, but 
it is calculated to do far more harm to his 
church than to the benevolent order which he 
seems to deem deserving of his fierce 
anathema. Many of the more inteliigent Cath- 
olics in this country and in Europe will feel 
that his remarks are not justified by the facts 
of today, andsome if not all of these will 
naturally ask themselves if the document 
not an absolute disproof of the infallibility 
that has been claimed for the occupant of St. 
Peter's chair. Certainly no person outside 
the pale of his church, unless it be a very few 
fanatically anti-Masons among the Protestants, 
will think more highly of the Pope because of 
this his latest utterance, which testifies plainly 
to the fact that he talks and writes on at least 
one subject that he does not understand. 

It needs not to enter upon any special vin- 
dication of the Masons, still less to eulogize 
them. Whatever the order may have been in 
past years it is now simply an association of 
men organized for benevolent objects and in- 
cidentally with the intention of enabling its 
members now and then to “have a good 
time socially. Even if it be admitted, which 
is denied, that the lodge has in long years 
gone by been a nest for conspiracy and its 
„grips used for the protection of members 
against just punishment for wrongdomg 
there is the best of reason to believe that is 
not the case now. Its grips, and signs, and 
passwords are but harmless technicalities 
designed to keep the brethren together, and to 
please the weaker minded ones among them 
with the idea that they are in possession of 
some secret hidden from the rest of the world. 
The ceremonies of initiation may be thought 
by the ¢ynical unworthy the dignity of full- 
grown men and fit only for the delectation of 
school-boys. The Masonic wealth of high- 
sounding titles may be scoffed at as absurd, 
and especially objectionable when conferred 
and gloried in among a people who are sup- 
posed to despise the titular distinctions which 
mark off into separate classes the residents 
of the Old World. Conceding all this for 
the sake of giving to the papal utterance 
the strongest possible reasovw for animad- 
version and dislike, there still remains the un- 
deniable fact that the Masons as a body do 
no more harm in the world than does a life in- 
surance society or an assemblage of metn- 
bers in any of the Protestant churches. If it 
be sus¢eptible of proof that the order is au- 
tagonistic to the papal church in Italy—and 
no such evidence has yet been furnished—the

Evidently the trouble with the Pope is in-

unable to understand that Italy iteelf 


nated in temporal as well as spiritual things 
by the priesthood. He knows, because the 
Bishops have reported the fact to him, that 
Catholicism has in the last fifty years attained 
a vastly wider foothold in the Western 
Hemisphere than it has lost on and around 
the seven hills of Rome, but to him conditions 
are substantially the same in both. He can- 
not denounce the Masons as being godless, 
though he applies that term to our American 
common schools, His anger must have its 
animus in the fact that the Masons form a 
secret society and are thus in his mind 
identified with the Mafia and other revolu- 
tionary organizations of his own land. 


THE CITY’S STATUARY. 

The graceful act of Mr. John B. Drake in 
tendering to the city a handsome dmnking- 
fountain, surmounted by a statue of Colum- 
bus, to be erected in the space between the 
city and county buildings on Washington 
street, is notable because it will add another 
to the list of statues in our public grounds. 
It is Mr. Drake’s intention that the statue, 
which, we believe, will be executed abroad, 
shall be worthy of the occasion which has 
prompted it so far as its artistic character is 
concerned. 

This determination is wisely taken. Chi- 
cago is really just beginning to invest in 
artistic adornments, especially in statuary, 
and the opportunity is offered to avoid the 
mistakes which have been made by the older 
citi¢s. Chicago already has five or six statues, 
among which St. Gaudens’ Lincoln and the 
Ryerson Indian group, the sculptor’s sketch 
of which is preserved in the National Museum 
in Washington as a faithful Indian 
atudy, belong to the first class, and 
statues of Linnwus, Shakspeare, Lincoln, and 
possibly Burns are yet to come. Warned by 
the experiences of other cities, Chicago should 
give special heed to this important matter of 
securing statues which will satisfy the require 
ments of genuine artistic taste. Boston is full 
of statues which are all so bad that at last an 
art commission ‘has been appointed to prevent 
any further marble or bronze disfigurement of 
the city. New York City does not possess a 
good statue, and never will, as it cannot raise 
the money to get one, Philadelphia has noth- 
ing of which it boast. Baltimore, the 
monumental city, haf one or two good statues. 
The National Capita? has but one or two in 
which any one o take pride. Its parks 
abound in atrocities and even the inside of the 
Capitol is defaced with lobby and political art 
in more than one Were it not for the 
noble collection of the Corcoran Art Gallery, 
Washington, indeed, would be poorly off. 
The only city which can boast a 
really artistic display of statuary is the last 
one where it would have been expected. The 
general shabbiness and unimproved oppor- 
tunities of Richmond are relieved by its 
statues. The equestrian statue of Washington 
in the Capitol grounds by Crawford, with its 
superb pedestal and groups, and the Houdon 
statue in the rotunda ot the Capitol, though no 
care has been taken of it and it is surrounded 
by frightfully executed portraits of early Vir- 
ginia worthies hung without regard to 
effect, are noble examples of the sculptor’s 
skill, and to these must be added the fine 
statues of Clay and Stonewall Jackson, also in 
the Capitol grounds, and the new Lee statue in 
the western part of the city. Richmond may 
well be proud of ite statues. It should be 
proud enough to take better care of them. 

Fine statuary in all our cities is the excep- 
tion. Our soldiers’ monuments are mainly the 
work of artisans, not artists, stone cutters, 
nor sculptors. The best instance of the war 
memorials is the monument of Gen. Sheridan 
at Arlington, which is a model of good taste 
and of rare skill in portraiture, so far as the 
medallion likeness is coneerned, In all this, 
however, there is ample warning for Chicago. 
As the time seems to have come for statuary 
adornment of the city, let it be of a high 
order, and let the same discriminating care 
and good judgment be applied to our plastic 
art that are being devoted to the paintings with 
which our galleries are being enriched. 


PULPIT ORATORY. 

The suggestion that third-rate preachers 
would do far better to use good sermons writ- 
ten by others than to deliver from the pulpit 
poor ones of their own comes with a good 
grace from the eminent Dr, Parker. He is 
admitted to belong in the first rank of orator- 
ical divines, and by none more so than the 
many men who have appropriated his dis- 
courses, palming them off as their own. 
Henge there is no room for suspicion of false 
assumption of superiority in making the rec- 
ommendation referred to. His attitude is also 
an unselfish one, unless his advice carries with 
it the hidden idea that the poorer preachers 
will be honest about it, and freely tell their 
congregations that the discourse they are 
about to listen to was written by such and 
such an eminent man. 

This, however, would be too much to expect 
from poor human nature, even when en- 
shrouded in the sanctity of “‘ the cloth.“ Yet 
it is to be feared that unless such candor were 
insisted on there is little hope for a radical 
improvement. Probably the doctor is well 
aware that a pretty extensive appropriation of 
other men’s language as well as their lines of 
thought is to be met with in the utterances of 
the modern pulpit. The sermons of noted 
men are drawn upon bodily in many cases, 
the mental poverty or laziness of the preacher 
leaving him no alternative. And this sancti- 
fied piracy would perhaps be carried to much 
greater lengths in England than it is in the 
United States but for the abundance of 
talent at the command of every preacher 
who has a few shillings. to spare 
for ready-made sermons. That kind 
of literature is freely advertised in some 
of the religious papers in the United 
Kingdom as obtainable at either wholesale or 
retail rates, but the purchaser runs the risk of 
paying for something’ that has been in part or

Would the cause of true religion be helped 
thereby?

Would it not 
be far better to dismiss the “third-rate” 
preacher as one who had mistaken his voca- 
tion and proved by his inability to preach ac- 
not the Lord 
but some other power that had 
called him to the work? In this age 
of high as well as general education there 
should be no lack of real ability to occupy the 
pulpit in a way that will not reflect discredit 
on the office, leading to a misappreciation of 
the message owing to want of respect for the 
person assuming to bear it. The great mis- 
take would seem to lie further back than at 


‘the point indicated by Dr. Parker. No doubt 


it would be to the advantage of the ministry 
that its members should study the work of the 
best lights of the profession more fully than 
they do now, but it would be of vastly more 


benefit to the churches themselves if the in- 


competent ones were weeded out by the proc- 
ess of natural selection, with an abandon- 
ment of the theory that any man is fit for the 
work by virtue of having passed through a 
routine of theological instruction. Something 
besides mere teaching and reading is neces- 
sary to the first-class preacher.

ANnoTHER Column of this issue contains the 
report by Inspector Young of the Health De- 
partment of this city of work done during the 
last six months in the direction of abating the 
smoke nuisance. The numberof complaints 
filed was 2,183, and of cases prosecuted 443, 
of which 158 were dismissed on payment of 
costs and 228 were fined $50 each and costa. 
The number of abatements is given as 493, 
or fifty more than those prosecuted, indicat- 
ing a good moral effect of the work in addi- 
tion to the results forced by the officers. The 
report is encouraging, both in regard to the 
reform already effected and for what may be 
hoped for in the future as a consequence 
of vigorously enforcing the law. 
The result is visible in a much 
less smoky condition of the atmosphere than 
was observable a year ago, but there is great 
room for further improvement if the city is to 
be brought up to a desirable freedom from 
smoke by the time the Columbian Exhibition 
is opened, It may be remarked in this con- 
nection that while the reform thus far achieved 
has been brought about by the employment of 
several different appliances, most of them 
good in the sense of being better than noth- 
ing, it is probable that perfect immunity from 
the smoke nuisance can be accomplished only 
by a general resort to the down-draft principle 
of construction for furnaces. It has been 
adopted in Boston, under the Post-Sawyer 
patent, and is in use in several establishments 
in St. Louis on the same plan, though 
not under the patent. The essential prin- 
ciple is a forcing of the gaseous products of 
combustion down through the fuel and a 
double set of grate-bars, to be carried under a 
bridge to the escape flues instead of over one, 
as in the old-fashioned way. What would 
otherwise be smoke is thus burned and made 
to contribute to the heat of the furnace in- 
stead of becoming a nuisance outside. A 
secondary feature of the appliance, but also a 
highly economical one, is the use of tubular 
grate-bars filled with water, in addition to a 
water-leg that practically forms the inverted 
bridge under which the products of combus- 
tion have to pass. They are thus forced to 
give up a large portion of their calorific energy 
to the circulating liquid, all of which is made 
available in the subsequent conversion into 
steam. Itiseven thought possible that the

Free Comparison Between the Work of 
Both Sexes Advocated—Ideas for «a 
Woman's Pavilion—A Lesson from the 
Centennial Exposition—How Woman's 
Opportunity Should Be Improved. 

The place accorded to women in the World’s 
Columbian Exposition is one of such honor 
and dignity as has never before in the history 
of civilization been accorded to them as 
women. Individual women have held places 
of great importance and power in the past, 
but it has remained for the Congress of the 
United States to recognize their worth and 
ability as a sex, by not only authorizing but 
requiring the Commissioners of that Exposi- 
tion “to appoint a board of lady managers.’ 
It remained for the Commissioners to 
honor themselves and all women by deciding 
to appoint an equal rumber of women Com- 
missioners with themselves. And finally 
came the crowning act of justice and recogni- 
tion when the Commissioners moved that the 
pay of the women Commissioners should be 
the same as that of the men. In the opinion 
of thinking men and women this is one of the 
most significant facts of the century in con- 
nection with the social, industrial, and polit- 
ical status of women. It is woman’s golden 
opportunity. How shall she adequately im- 
prove it? 

This has been called the Woman’s Century. 
In it she has made such advancement in 
knowledge, in the discovery of her own abili- 
ties and powers, in increase of opportunity, in 
desire for unfettered exercise of whatever nat- 
ural gifts she may have been endowed with, in 
consciousness of value to society, and in the 
recognition by society of that value, as all the 
Centuries before could never show; an ad- 
vance which makes this “recognition of her 
worth and work by the Commissioners of the 
Columbian Exposition a fitting climax and 
consummation of all the hopes, aspirations, 
efforts, and achievements of the century. 
What then should women wish to show to the 
world in behalf of their sex through the 
medium of this great opportunity? 

First. probably, though it is onthe lower 
plane, they shou à wish to hae her value as a 
worker, a wealth-producer, a holder of prop- 
erty, a tax-paying citizen. The day has gone 
by when the money-making employments of 
the world could be divided into masculine and 
feminine, The household mortar that once 
made the corn and wheat into flour, manipu- 
lated by the hands of women, has passed into 
oblivion with the building of mills and the 

rfecting of machinery that convert grain 
into flour at the rate of five barrels a minute. 
Even the making of flour ito 
bread is an almost forgotten fem- 
inine art in cities or villages 
where Vienna bakeries can give us better 
less cost than 
women can make it in the home. The spin- 
ning-wheel and the loom—where are they? 
The cheese-press, the 1 2 ho 4 the oe 
coffee-roaster, 8 the 
flatiron have al — Mi — are 4 iy in 
obedience to a universal law of industrial 
organization into outside organized institu- 
tions. 

What has been the result to woman of all 
— outside ot ren of domestic industry 

nd its removal from the home? 
Woman as a Money-Earner. 

First it has compelled her, if she is to be a 
money-earner, a material wealth producer, to 
go out from the home to find bread-winni 
or money-maki . It has for 
her into the nel of industrial competition 
side by side with man. The same all-embrac- 
ing, inexorable law of industrial organization 
which has worked in constant connection 
with the invention and perfection of machim- 
ery has withdrawn from the home every 
bread-winning’ occupation, and has drawn 
women who must be bread-winners after 
them like the Pied Piper of Hamelin drew the 
children from the town with his flute. As an 


inevitable result there have ceased to be any 


distinctively feminine occupations in the 
macs de material production. There has 

a b to be any distinctively feminine 
— by which women’s work or its value 
can be judged.. The present standard of the 
value of women’s work is the standard of men, 
or rather itis the impersonal standard of ex- 
cellence or perfection. It is product—not the 
sex of the wotker—that is compared in the 
present time. 

The scope and far-reaching provision for se- 
curing equal consideration for the work of 
women with that of men in the ‘World’s 
Columbian Exposition is shown in this extract 
from the act creating the commission : 

And this commission authorized and required 
to appoint a of — managers of such 
number an bn rform go duties as may be 
prescribed d commission. Said board may 
appoint daar more —e of all committees 
authorized to award for exhibits which 
2 be produced, in whol ier in part, by female 


By these few lines the whole field of the Ex- 
position, in every department, is thrown open 
for a full free exhibition and comparison 
of the work of women. No pent-up Utica”’ 
contracts their power to a small side-show 
of specimens of feminine handicrafts. No 
collection of needle work, and patch work, and 
hair and shell work, and émbroidery, and 
spreads, and crazy quilts, and flower painting, 
and china decoration, and bread, and pies, an 
cake, and jam, and pickles need be set apart 
and known as The Woman's Department.“ 
One who has carefully considered the matter 
says that the result of a free comparison of 
women’s work with that of men in every de- 
partment of production will astonish the 
world, Instead of briefly and easily enumer- 
ating the * exhibits which are in whole or in 
part the product of female labor,’’ the only 
brief and easy enumeration will be that of the 
few exhibits that are not in part the product 
of that labor. Here, also, will be afforded the 
only possible opportunity to show woman’s 
comparative ability and skill in organizing 
large and important industries. 


Work of Both Sexes Side by Side. 


The comparison challenged by the best and 
most successful women workers of today is 
that of the product of their skill, its value 
and pig and they are now prepared to 
stand or fall by that. test. Pretty good for 
a woman is the phrase they should epee 
to eliminate from the expressions of civilized 
society, a8 a result of their show in the 
W orld’ 8 Columbian Exposition.

WHAT A KNOCK-OUT BLOW 18. 


The Workings of the Force of a Blow De- 
livered on the Vital Parts. 

New York Sun: How is a man knocked 
out?“ is a question often asked. Good fight- 
ers know what portions of their anatomy they 
must defend in order to avoid being put to 
sleep, but few know the inside reasons 
why a blow on this or that point will senda 
man into the land of unconsciousness. It is 
a simple thing when you know it, like every- 
thing else, and to know it it isn’t necessary 5 
go t rough the operation with your own 
son; in fact, an experience of that kind 
will give you no more information than — 
have now. The cause and effect, as explained 
by Dr. Philip E. Donlin, Coroner’s physician, 
who has made the study of shock one of rare 
interest, and who has delivered lectures on 
that and relative subjects before the Medico- 
ona and other societies, are something like 
this: 

There are two divisions of nerves that every 
man has concealed about his person. One is 
the cerebro-spinal and the other is sympathet- 
ic. The first named is called <a of animal 
life, because it influences the 7 hysical actions 
of man. It finds its harbor along the spine 
and in the brain, and influences one to make 
this, that, or the other action, such as a step 
forward or the lifting of a hand. It is the 
main division, because it directly compels the 
brain to act, and, without the action of the 
brain, there 1s no life worth talking about. 
The other is the tuler of the organs and blood 
vessels, and is known as the organic division. 
It has a close connection with the former divi- 

sion through departments, or little brains,“ 
that may be said to nest along the spine, and, 
upon due encouragement, communicate with 
the other, send the shock up along the spinal 
column and thus affect the brain.

Mr. and Mrs. Smith did not make a rich 
living at Warrensburg. About a year after 
they settled there, owing to the inability of the 
School Board to cash the orders, they were re- 
duced to want. Asa last resort Mrs. Smith wrote 
a letterto John H. Bryant, at Princeton, a 
brother of the poet, asking him to advance, if 
possible, the money on the orders. He re- 
plied in a kindly and encouraging letter. He 
sent back the orders and with them a gift of 
$25 in cash. . The same letter also contained a 
bappy surprise in the shape of $50 from 
William Cullen Bryant. These favors 
were deemed providential. The poet had 
not been writien to and it was a 
spontaneous gift on his part. He wrote his 
brother that he understood that Mr. and Mrs. 
Smith were engaged somewhere in the West 
in educating the colored people, and he sent the 
money, with the request that his brother for- 
ward it as a token of his appreciation of the 
work that Mr. and Mrs. Smith were doing. It 
hel tide them over a very critical period. 

rs. Smith wrote him, thanking him for his 
unexpected favor. Owing to the death of his 
wife, which deeply affected him, he did not 
answer immediately. June 27, 1868, he wrote 
her as follows from New York: 

It was only after a long effort that I faintly 
recollected my brother John had spoken of 
yourself and your husband as devoting your- 
selves to the good cause of educating the colored 
8 of Missouri under great disadvantages and 

spite of the want of some of the 
common necessities of life. I am 
glad to know what was sent you was 
so acceptable and timely. I hope you will be en- 
couraged to persevere in your work. I was 
very glad to have a particular account such 
as your letter gave me of what you are 
doing and of its results, I rejoice that these re- 
sults are so favorable.

LIGHT OPERA IN GERMAN, 


The Work of the Amberg Opera Company 

.~Happenings in the Musical World, 
The Amberg German Opera company be- 
gan an engagement in light opera at the 
Grand Opera-House last Sunday evening. 
The répertoire for the week has included the 
“Gypsy Baron,” Seven Suabians,“ “ Beg- 
gar Student,“ “Venetian N ights,”’ and “Die 
Jagd nach dem Glick” (known in an En- 
glish version as Clover). Of these the 
first three were each given twice. The Seven 
Sunbians was new to the Chicago public, 
though it had been produced some months 
previously in the East by another company, 
and with only moderate success, Here, how- 
ever, it appears to have been received with 
favor, as the audience was decidedly enthusi- 
astic the first night, and the entire house was 
sold out for F evening, when it was re- 
peated. The character of Paracelsus in this 
opera is simply a libel upon that ancient 
eworthy, for he is represented as a scheming 
mountebank, a pretended magician, who was 
nothing more than a fraud. The real Para- 
— though some of his views regarding 
the healing art may have been erroneous, was 
at least a — and honest man, who 2 
opposed disparaged in every way by 
the physicians of his day because 
of professional jealousy. However, one can- 
not look for reverence for great names or 
heroic deeds from a comic-opera writer, who 
would as willingly hold up Socrates or George 
Washington to ridicule as any one else. The 
seven Suabians themselves do not play an im- 
portant part in the opera beyond supplying it 
with a name and making their general fool- 
ishness evident from time to time, the prin- 
cipal intzrest of the work centering around 
the two characters of Kathchen and Otmar 
and their affection. 

Considerably 2 this work in musi- 
cal interest was Eine Nacht in Venedig“ (A 
Night in Yonics) by Johann Strauss, also 
new to Chicago public. It was 
well set — contained most of that 
péculiar style of writing which has secured 
for Strauss his enviable reputation as a com- 
poser of comic opera. There was plenty of 
variety in the treatment ot the different solo 
numbers and the ensembles were brilliant and 
strong in conception and led up to highly ef- 
fective climaxes. The company is of course 
thoroughly German in its methods, and gives 
good representations of the operas attempted, 
making much of the opportunities which they 
offer for dramatic work. A pleasant feature 
of the performance is the absence of local 
gags and allusions so freely introduced into 
the work of other companies. 

Herr Carl Streitmann, the new tenor, 
regarding whose merits much has been 
said, in spite of some entirely ee 
faults of vocalization, is an unusually good 

artist for comic opera, in which really 

singers are but too rarely heard. Miss Kada 
Englander, who was with the company when 
it last visited Chicago, has improved some- 
what since that time. In characters which 
demand pertness and sprightliness of action 
she is excellent. “Miss Emma Seedold's 
voice appears to be deteriorating, but her ac- 
tion is good. Herr Rotter has done some ad- 
mirable low comedy work in several of the

Some Curious Misstatements. 


An evening contemporary executes curious 
antics in matters of art. The latest of these is its 
opinion of the Dutch pictures, which, through 
the generosity of Messrs. Hutchinson and Ryer- 
son, are now before the Chicago public. Our con- 
temporary denies the authenticity of several of 
these. It is cruel to crush budding ambition, but 
in this case justiceand common gratitude demand 
it. The pictures are authentic. 1 am not argu- 
ing with you, I am telling you,” as Whistler 
said to the asinine critic of a London 
daily. Our contemporary jauntily asserts that 
the Holbein was painted before Holbein was born 
because “ Holbein’s style was hard and wooden, 
wanting the rich coloration .. and the 
sublety of facial expression’’ shown in this por- 
trait. Evidently the dogmatic gentleman did not 
attend the Tudor exhibition which was held in 
London last winter, in which hundreds of paint- 
ings and drawings by Holbein were shown. If be 
had done sp he would not be so sure Holbein 
was lacking in rich coloration or subtlety of facial 
expression. A more subtle student of human ex- 
pression and character never painted portraits, 
and this picture at the Art Institute indicates 
exactly the quality of the painter's color 
and technique. The Terburg the learned 

pronounces “a copy or a replica” 
the one in the Gallery 
of London. Is it possible that he does not know 
that Terburg was always painting Guitar Les- 
sons,” and that the one in the London gallery 
contains three figures in a composition altogether 
different from the present example? The picture 
isan original, and a finer Terburg than the 
Louvre itself possesses.

The Landscape with Cattle,“ by Adrian Van de 
velde, is also assailed by this enlightened critic— 
but to what end parry the attacks of ignorance 
and presumption? These pictures, each and all 
of them, have been for years familiar to every ex- 
pert in Europe, and none has di their 
authenticity. Their history is well known, and to 
any one familiar with Dutch art their style, color- 
quality, and workmanship proclaim them first- 
class examples of the respective painters,

It is interesting to remember that the art of 
Holland sprang out of a commercial civilization 
similar to that which is at once our pride and our 
reproach. A nation of treders produced a Rem- 
brandt, a Ruysdael; produced, that is, a sensi- 
tiveness of feeling which required these artists for 
its expression. The Rev. Frank W. Gunsaulus 
spoke eloquently last Tuesday of the dependence 
of great art upon high thinking and right living; 
and though at the first glance the lives of artists, 
especially of these Dutch artists, may not seem to 
support his theory, yet a closer study will in- 
variably show that, however they may have ex- 
pressed in deeds the baser part of their charac- 
ters, their art was the result of nobler aspirations, 
of moments of high imagining. When their char- 
acters became degraded below the possibility of 
exalted emotion they lost the capacity of produ- 
cing great works. For genius is impotent without 
character, and great works spring only from souls 
capable, at least, of flashes of greatness. Rem- 
brandt lived not always well and wisely. Toward 
the end of his life he lost his money and fell into 
low company, but he was never the mere spend- 
thrift reveler which some of his biographers have 
described him, Even to the end he clung to his 
dreams apd painted bravely on, resisting the 
fall of his fortunes, There were dark 
blotches. in the life of Francis Hals, 
but the whole page was not black. 
as ink. If Rubens lived a life of animal content 
his pictures mirror his lack of spirituality; and 
only a few of his portraits and one or two relig- 
ious works prove that at times he felt a touch of 
higher sympathies. Ruysdael and Hobbuna 
died in poverty, faithful. to their unappreciated 
gifts. One might go through the list even of 
these much-maligned Dutch painters resisting the 
shallow paradox, so dear to many critics, that 
great art can spring from base souls. It is not 
possible to be the greatest and wisest, and at the 
same time the meanest of ‘mankind, in spite of 
Pope epi ram..

Mr. Reichard, the senior member of the 
firm of Reichard & Co. of New York, is exhibiting 
several beautiful pictures at Thurber’s. Perhaps 
the most interesting of all is a large canvas by 
Corot, a scene of early morning, with skies 
bathed in golden light, while high trees and the 
pool beneath still hold the deep shadows of night. 
Few examples of this master have come to Chica- 
go which express so poetically one of his most 
tender phases of feeling in the presence of nature 
—shadow yielding to light, night to day, melan- 
choly to joy. The picture reminds one of that 
beautiful letter in which Corot described the 
dawn, of which Tat Tristne published a transla- 
tion a few weeks ago. 

Two paintings by Daubigny are river scenes. 
one reflecting the yellow sunlight, the other 
showing a flash of red at the horizon. and the 
heavy shadows of twilight on the shore. The 
latter is remarkable for its color, and both for 
the wetness of smoothly flowing waters which 
they express. A little marine by Jules Dupré is a 
gem. It depicts a strange phase of the sea with 
singular audacity and power. The stormy grays 
of sea and clouds, streaking the water and 
smoking the sky, are yielding to splen- 
did colors which flash through a rift 
with a promise of sunshine. Another 
Dupré isasmall woodland sceng, very rich in 
color. The picture shows him in a sunny 
mood, instead of the shadowy, moony colors 
which he chiefly lovés. This is a fresh and charm- 
ing harvest scene, with figures of girls in the fore- 
ground, an exquisite theme, beautifully wrought. 
A view of blue skies and waters, knowingly lit by 
fiashes of red, is a good example of Ziem, anda 
landscape by Charles H. Davis is an interesting 
reminder of this American painter, whom we 
learned to know so well at the Exposition. 

Mr. Thurber himself shows some clever water- 
color studies of interiors, with figures by J. L. E. 
Ferris; a4 charming unmounted fan with dainty 
figures painted on white kid by Marie Grivaz, and 
two water-color drawings of girls by Maximilienne 
Guyon, a French demoiselle, who at 16 received a 
medal at the Salon. 

Mr. Atherton Furlong, an English painter, who 
has been studying to good purpose this summer 
certain phases of Wisconsin scenery, has opened a 
studio in Chicago and will rémain here during the 
winter. The stadia is ip Lincoln Park. where Mr. 


Furlong bas been studying the old lion who re-

the paper, alert for hidden genius or for an 
amusing adventure, traced the $7,000 painting 
to its lair. This proved to be an alleged litho- 
graphing establishment, but in reality a manu 
factory of sacred and profane paintings. A vast 
room was filled with hand-painted canvases 
ranging in size from a few square feet to more 
than a hundred, all treating episodes of the 
lives of Christ and the saints. and all in- 
expressibly hideous. These, in the vocabulary 
of the salesman, were church pictures.“ When 
THE TRIBUNE representative asked to be shown 
the $7,000 painting he was told that that was a 
“saloon picture,“ and conducted the querist to 
the rear of the shop, where an 8xl0-foot canvas 
Stood. among others, with its face to the wall. 
When turned to the light a group of nymphs and 
satyrs was revealed so disgusting in subject and 
so odious in technique as to be an insult to the 
very fire that would burn it. The man who had 
perpetrated the loathsome thing was not present, 
but his monstrosity had probably been sold, for it 
was to leave town—thank Heaven the next day. 
It may surprise the reverend fathers who have 
purchased the “Holy Families,” and Sacred 
Hearts, and “Crucifixions” for churches and 
convents to know that trash of vile as well as of 
sacred significance is for sale at this establish- 
ment.
